LONDON, Dec. 18.—Charles ‘Sims, the 
English portrait painter, now in Amer- 
ica, who has resigned the Keepership 
of the Royal Academy, sent in his res- 
ignation after hé had received.a mild 
rebuke for not attending to his duties, 
according to a statement today by Sir 
Charles Dicksee, President of the Acad- 


emy. 

“Mr. Sims shoula have returned to 
the Academy to take up his duties as 
head of the Arts School at the begin- 
ning of October,’ said Sir Charles, 
‘“‘and when we heard nothing whatso- 
ever of him we sent a letter of mild 
rebuke, asking if we might count on 
his services. 

“He replied that his work had de- 
tained him in America and that he 
thought it better to resign his post. 

*‘We had nothing to do but to accépt 
his resignation, which we were loath 
to do.' Mr. Sims faced the position of 
being -a highly successful portrait 
painter in America or being in charge 
of one of the most ae art 
schools in Europe, and preferred Amer- 
ica.”’ 

When asked about certain criticisms 
of Mr. Sims’s influence on the work 
of Academy pupils, Sir Charles Dicksee 
said that the students had been allowed 
to be rather free in their work, owing, | 
probably, to the: fact that Mr. Sims 
was a very busy man. He denied that

Break-Down of Enforcement.

*‘There are communities and States 
which had prohibition enactments 
prior to the passage of the Highteenth 
Amendment and in them public senti- 
ment supported local option and State- 
‘wide prohibition. Under my bill no 
Btate would be denied the right of 
placing its own timitation in the mat- 
ter of percentages of alcoholic content. 
Even though Congress were to raise 
the percentage from one-half of.1 per 
cent. to the point of intoxication, t 
would not deny the right of any Stat 
or any county in a State to keep the 
limitation at one-half of 1 per cent. 

“All this amendment will do will be 
to. permit the States, in their own 


judgment and through State legisla- 


tive enactment; to increase the alco- 
holic content of beverages to the point 
actually under the point of intoxica- 


tion. This restores the right of local 


option within the limitation prescribed 
in the Eighteenth Amendment as.-to 


intoxicating liquors for beverage pur- |}, 


ses. 
The passage of this bill will not 
permit the sale of intoxicating bever- 
ages; it will not violate the Eighteenth 
Amendment, but it will satisfy, please 
and make content millions of our peo- 
ple who now are now beating down 
respect for all law.”’

Dr. Koo, in fact, did not exactly 
abrogate a treaty.

When treaties be- 
tween nations are about to expire, the 
usual process) is for‘ the Governments 
toagree to a modus vivendi, by which 
relations are carried on until a new 

‘treaty is made. Negotiations between 
the Chinese and Belgian Governments 
regarding a modus vivendi were pro- 
ceéding for a while before the time 


limit, but nothing was agreed on. 


In this matter Belgium is unlucky. 
That nation happens to be the first 
lesser power whose treaty with China 
has expired since development of the 
new Chinese nationalism and its pro- 
gram for recovery of national rights. 

For more than a year it has been a 
foregone conclusion that whatever of 
Government existed at Peking would 
seize any occasion to break the ring 
of “‘unequal’’. treaties. 


Viewed as Momentous Event. 

Belgium has the further bad luck to 
have her treaty expire at a time when 
the shell of Government at Peking is 
grasping for anything that will ‘en- 
able it to seem to be alive and to catch 
popular attention by a gesture of na- | 
tionalism. Dr. Koo saw his chance and 
took it. 

By most foreigners in China this act 
is taken as a momentous event, as, 
indeed, it is. It comes with equally 
important violations of the. treaties in 
different parts of China by sectional 
régimes and dictators who impose ex- 
tra customs and other duties without 
respect to what foreigners say about it. 
Thus revision of the maritime customs 
is happening, regardless of the fact 
that the Customs Conference adjourned 
without doing anything definite. 

It is evident that failure of the Cus- 
toms Conference to do anything def- 
inite has a direct relation to these ar- 
bitrary revisions by regional dictators. 
As long as there was a prospect of 
tariff revision by a process of interna- 
tional regularity, and additional rev- 
enue thereby, at least some important 
militarists had an interest in the mat- 
ter (for they planned to get the extra 
revenue). and were willing to let the 
Foreign Customs Administration stand.

fact that Belgium’s interest is that of 
all powers alike, that it is indeed a 
test case and that incidentally the 
whole validity of the Washington con- 
vention stands or falls by it. 

“Of course, Dr, Koo * * * had two 
objects in view, as can be clearly geen. 
He wished to make his position with 
Belgium secure before the Exterritori- 
ality Commission’s report appeared, as’ 
it is an open secret that that report is 
entirely adverse to China’s claims; and 
he wished to establish a precedent for 
the more important cases of the French 
and Japanese treaties which are due 
for consideration in the near future.*’ 


Success Would Set Precedent. 
Psychological and diplomatic reac- 
tions to whatever the EXxterritoriality 
Commission” may report on China’s 
moves to. revise treaties are certain, 
but as yet the reactions are not exactly 
as the previous quotation implies. To 
me it has been plain for some time 
that action or advice of the Exterri- 
toriality Commission that will delay or 
prevent movement by the powers to 
abolish this status must give a stimulus 
to an effort by Chinese to abolish ex- 
territoriality unilaterally. 

Of course, if China can “get away’’ 
one time with unilateral abrogation she 
will set a precedent, and further ac- 
tion on that line very likely will follow. 
The trend toward treaty revision by 


runilateral and quasi-legal action fre- 


quently hag been pointed out in this 
correspondence. It is only the 
that is happening now. 

Notwithstanding repeated 
of this trend, the event apparently 
finds the principal powers no more 
ready with a.policy to meet the occa- 
sion than they were three years ago. 
Hence the outcry here that Belgium's 
case is a test of the whole foreign 
status, in the hope that the principal 
powers will make Belgium’s case their 
own. 

Incidentally, there are 600 Belgians in 
China who now lose. exterritorial 
status. There are approximately 80,- 
000 Russians and 2,200 Germans and 
Astrians who lost it some .time ago. 
There are 10,000 Americans and 14,- 
000 British in China and 200,000 Jap- 
‘anese who still have exterritoriality. 


Lead Apparently With Japan. 
The numerous lesser powers whose 
nationals have exterritoriality obvi- 
ously retain it only at the sufferance 


of the Chinese, unless the principal 
(actual) Pacific Ocean powers, the 
United States, Japan and Great Brit- 
ain, will make the case of the lesser 
nations their own and act to uphold 
that status for them. 

It is probable that Japan now has the 
lead to any action or-policy, of the 
Pacific Ocean powers about general 
Chinese treaty revision,»and particu- 
larly about exterritoriality. The Sino- 
Japanese commercial treaty of 1896 is 
subject to revision, on request of either 
nation, soon; and the Chinese and 
Japanese Foreign Offices already have 
exchanged views about it. 

China has stated plainly a wish to 
include in the discussioin the whole 
subject of treaty status, and especially 
exterritoriality. The Japanese Foreign 
Office has replied agreeing to discuss 
fundamental revision; and a semi- 
official résumé of its note -intimates 
that Tokio is willing tod overlook minor: 
legal points and to consider the broad 
Pan-Asian position and outlook, ex- 
pressing Japan’s profound sympathy 
with China’s aspiration to throw off 
exterritoriality in view of Japan's 
experience with the same condition. 


Private View of British Policy. 
It is no wonder, then, that London 
and Washington seem nonplussed and 


that diplomats at Peking are unable to 
discover. a satisfactory solution, from 
a foreign viewpoint, of Belgium’s pre- 
dicament. : 

| I cannot visualize the American Gov- 
ernment going into a military interven- | 
tion in China for the sake of protecting 
dubious treaty rights of Belgians or of 
any other small nations. I cannot.even 
visualize, at this time, the erican 
Government doing ~that to’ protect 
'treaty rights of Americans here. 

“A well-informed Englishman, writing 
privately from London lately to a friend 
in China, said, in effect, that the Brit- 
ish Government hoped to establish with 
Japan and America some scheme of 
common representation and action 
which would be both defensive and 
hopeful to China. If no common policy 
could be evolved, then Great Britain 
must abandon thought of a positive 
policy} but in adhering to a negative 
policy must ‘defend B people 
interests in China. eas 

How to do that in case Japan and the 

United States frown on attem to 
coerce China by direct action may 
cause British statesmen to ponder. 

Meantime treaty revision with China 
becomes more and more an academic 

Question in diplomacy. The treaties 
are lapsing or are being revised sec- 
tionally hit by bit.

Princeton Clergymen Hold Use of 
the Word Does Not Consti- 
tute Irreverence.

FOR YALE LIBRARY 


Tell of His Life in. Spain—They 
Are Gift of Prince 
Dolgarouki.

NEW ‘HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 18.—

ton Irving and five by Sir. David 
Wilkie,- the distinguished English 
painter, to nce Dmitri Ivanovitch 
Dolgorouki, once a member of the Rus- 
sian Embassy: at Madrid, have been 
acquired by the. Yale University ‘Li- '

The. university, also announced that 
Henry Rogers Winthrop, B. A., 1898, 
of New York City, had: pledged $30,000 
to-establish the Winthrop Fund for the 
benefit -of the library in memory of 
his father, Buchanan Winthrop, B. A., 
1862, who served as a member of the 
Yale. Corporation from 1891 until his 
death in ~1900. 

The. Washington Irving manuscripts 
and the letters of Sir David Wilkie 
have. been in the possession of the Dol- 
gorouki family since they were written, 
and have now been made available by 
Prince Dolgorouki, the grandson of 
Irving’s friend. The letters from Irving 
extend over a period of about two 
years, from 1828 to 1§30, while one is 
dated Oct. 18, 1842. All except one of 
these were written in Spain during the 
years that Irving was traveling in that 
country, living in. the Athambra and 
gathering material for his books on Co- 
lumbus. “Irving records his friendships, 
his travels and his literary occupations. . 
He says in one or two of the letters 
that. he is anxiously searching for an» 
authentic portrait of Columbus. More 
particularly, the letters tell’a rather 
complete story of Irving’s interest, 
strengthened by the friendships with 
Dolgorouki and Wilkie, in Spanisn 
‘painting. 

The letters of the painter Wilkie form 
an integral part of the collection since 
they discuss still further the subject 
which interested Irving, and _  fre- 
quently refer to him and his .work. 
Their dates are 1828, 1829, 1834 and 

18386. The last two, later than those 


in 1832. 2 

“The value of. this. new gift,’”’ Pro- 
fessor Andrew Keogh, University Li- 
brarian, said today, ‘‘lies in the un- 
published letter therein, ‘and in the 
singular unity of the twenty-three 
letters; together they offer a valuable 
record ‘of Irving’s life during the years 
1828 and 1829. When this, gift is 
placed. beside the Irving letters which 
-were given to the library in 1924, and 
the notebooks donated in 1925, it is 
possible to regard the Yale collection 
of Irvingana as one of the most valu- 
able of its kind in America."

- BUILDING WISELY. 


Nothing ought to block the magnifi- 
cent building program. for Washington 
| Senator Smoor’s ‘bill 
appropriating $25,000,000: to. purchase 
the rest of thé triangle | south of Penn- 
sylvania Avenue has passed the Senate. 
The. site is to be the centre of the pro- 
posed development.. Here are to arise 
monumental buildings for the Depart- 
cé, Justice'and Labor, 
‘and ultimately there-will be a splendid 
avenue: from the Capitol through the 
Mall past the Washington and: Lincoln 
Memorials and over the projected Memo-. 
rial Bridge to Arlington. It is a vision 
that may well kindle the imagination. 

This $25,000,000 for the purchase of 
land is apart from’ the $50,000,000 


already authorized for building over the « 


next five years. Senator SMOoT sug- 
gests that it might be well to accelerate 
that program and spend $35,000,000 
within the next year anda half. But 


“here another consideration enters. Asa 


general principle it; is not altogether 

wise to embark on ,large-scale public 

works in-periods of prosperity. On. this 
point the report of the Committee .on 

Business Cycles,. of which Owen D. 

Youna@ was Chairman, had this to say: 

Holding back public works and. pri- 
vate construction for periods of depres- 
sion not only gives ¢mployment to large 
numbers of workers when. it is most 
needed, but creates a demand for raw 
materials. for.construction which in turn 
stimulates other industries to offer em- 

, ployment. * *.* If it were possible 
for a smallér percentage of public works 
projects to be undertaken in periods 
when private industry is.active, so that 
more -work might ‘be done during periods 
when private industry is slack, the Gov- : 
ernment would not compete with private 
industry; to so great an extent in times 
of prosperity, and thus would not be a 
factor in the inflation of money rates, 
prices of materials and employment. 


All this kas only a limited application 
to the present case.’ A few millions one 
way or the other will hardly affect the 
busjness cycle. But, it would be well for 
Congress to set the right example to 
States and municipalities, : t ne. more so 
as this project is but part of a national 
public buildings enterprise involving the 
expenditure of no less than $165,000,000. 
The Independent, discussing what to do 
with the Treasury surplus, and ha, ‘rg 
this same point in’ mind, suggests that a 
substantial part of thé’surplus “ should 
“be funded for construction operations 
“later on.” There is a simpler way out,

“The year 1926 will go down in the | 
history, of American. railroads, first, 
as the fruition of their ‘efforts to in- 
crease the eapacity of their transpor- 
tation machine and, -second,. as the 
first ‘year since pre-war days eo) 
they enjoyed an outstanding incr 
in freight traffic. Se Bie 
Gains of 1925 over 1924 were interest> 
ing but they in no way equaled the | 
remarkable advances that 1926 has 
made over 1925. The ability of the’ 
carriers to handle the astoynding in- 
crease in freight traffic offered them 


rested primarily in their expenditure 
of approximately $5,196, 000,000 in. the 
séven years from 1920 to 1926, inclu- 
sive, in improving their roadbeds, ter- 
minal facilities and equipment. 

In improving their roadbeds the; 


more than 2,500,000 tons of new heavy 
rail. *More than. half of this. rail 
weighed 100 pounds or more to the 
yard, compared with an average 
weight of ninety pounds for trunk lines 
in pre-war days. In addition, most of 
‘the rail was of the new. thirty-nine- 


stalled in place of the old thirty-three- 
foot rail in main-line track. Ultimate- 
ly, through the laying of the new 
length rail, which has th rN approval 
of the “American Railway ASsociation, 
the carriers. hope to save about 16 per 
cent. in the cost of track maintenance. 

The expansion of terminal facilities +, 
is noticeable in projects for the con- 
struction of new stations and freight 
yards at Buffalo, Cincinnati, St. Laquis, 
Newark and other centres. 


Investment in Equipment. 


For about every $4 invested in fixed 
property the carriers have put $1 into: 
the purchase of new equipment. Dur- 
ing the first nine months of this year 


they put into service 83,383 new freight 
cars and 1,664 new locomotives. The 
record traffic of the year, however, 
was handled with virtually no more 
cars and considerably fewer locomo- 
tives than were in service five years 
ago. At the peak of traffic movement 
carloadings averaged 1,189,148 cars for 
eight. consecutive weeks. At the be- 
ginning of this movement the rail- 
roads had 137,377 surplus cars and at 
the end, 88.130 cars available for ad- 
ditional traffic if needed. Duriag the 
entire movement they had approxi- 
mately 4,000 surplus locomotives in 
good order and ready for service. . 

This achievement was made possible 
by an increase in efficiency which en- 
abled them to get more tractive power 
per locomotive, and’ more capacity per 
freight car and to ‘move their freight | 
more miles per day. The performance. 
was characterized by 
Hoover in his .current annual report as 
constituting ‘‘proBbably the most out- 
standing industrial achievement since 
the war.” 

Despite much talk regarding consoli- 


cations to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for authorization of leases 
of railroad properties, little progress 
in this direction was made. Most of 
the commission’s decisions were nega- 
tive in character. The proposal of the 
Van Sweringen brothers of Cleveland 
to merge five important western prop- 
erties was turned down, as was that 
of the Norfolk & Western to acquire 
the Virginia’ railway. The commis- 
sion’s examiners ruled adversely on 
two of L. F. Loree’s proposals, one 
which asked permission to build a line 
across Pennsylvania and the second 
which requested authorization of the 
lease of the Buffalo, Rochester & Pitts- 
burgh by the Delaware & Hudson 
Probably the most notable acquisition 
in the year was the purchase vf the 
little Atlanta, Birmingham & Atlantic 
by the Atlantic Coast Dine. 


Huge Amount Earned. 


In aggregate amount railroad earn- 
ings for 1926 will probably exceed 
$1,200,000,000. In, rate of return earned 
on‘ investment, earnings will be about 


5.25 per cent., or less than they were 
in 1916 and previous years. 

The carriers’ tax bill for the, Phi poo’ 
probably will be around $420,000 
compared with $340,000,000 in 1925. ‘and 
about $320,000,000 in 1924. Cash divi- 
dends will approximate $355,000,000, as 
against $340,000,00 in 1925 and about 
$320,000,000 in 1924. During the first 
ten months of the year net operating 
income was approximately $100,000,000 
more than in the corresponding period 
of 1925, taxes were $30,000,000 more and 
expenses $98,000,000 more. 

The roads will enter 1927 in the best 
physical condition in their history. 
Freight cars in need of repair jow 
average less- than.7 per cent. of total’ 
railroad ownership, and locomotives 
less than 15 per cent. The speed ant 


never so great. Six years ago the rail- 
roads set ‘as their goal a movement of 
thirty miles a day for the average 
freight car, taking the entire car sup» 
ply into consideration. In September, 
1925. they reached an~ average of 
thirty-two and one-half miles, and the 
average daily movement for this year 
will be at least two miles more than 
the previous record.

“Well, let’s .see about the menace. 
Take our own case—a town with, prin- 
cipally, country trade, population 
about 10,000. About ten years ago we 
bought out. this. store, and a month 
later the Penney Company opened. 
here. We were told afterward that the 
former proprietor was anxious to sell 
out. because he knew the Penney Com- 
pany had leased a store and w Ww going 
to open up. . He omitted to téll us of 
this. Had we known it, we should not 
have cared, for, in those days, we dia 
not know that the Penney Company 
stores were a ‘menace.’ “Where jgno- 
rance is bliss, ’tis folly to be wise.’ ‘. 

‘‘When they opened at first they did 
take the wind out of our sails and out 
of our sales as well—for a while. Well, 
why not? They were new; this store 
was-old. The tratie of this store was 
less than one-fourth of what it is now. 
They did throw out some ‘corking’ 
leaders. Fortunately, we did not know 
that.they Were a ‘menace,’ so we did 
not weep over the matter, but started 
to investigate and see what we could 
do about it. 

‘‘Had we known they were a ‘menace,’ 
we might have laid down—maybe; 
then, again, maybe not. Perhaps the 
Viking blood of our way-back ances- 
tors might have asserted itself, and 
caused us to fight*to the last ditch. 
Luckily, we did not‘know what most of 
the ‘merchants today know—or think 
they know—about the ‘menace’ stuff. 
~—“Well;“to cut a short story long, we 
are here yet—after all these years—do- 
ing business in the same block that 
they are. In the next block is the 
Woolworth concern, also doing a big 
business. As for the Penney Com- 


ful, profitable business, They are 
good, -cleah competition, their man-’ 
agers and employes are selected from 
the cleanest and best. 

“Now, ‘what is the merchant going 
to do about it?’ you ask. Why, he 1s 
going to watch their methods and copy 
as much~of their system as his store 
can absorb. Next, he is going to get 
s@me of the trade that they draw. to 
the town that never used to come 
there. And he is going to get more of 
the business that went to the mail 
order houses and to the large near-by 
cities. He is going to get more of this 
for the reason that the chain store 
draws.more of it to the town where 
it is located, and a lot of the trade 
spills over to other merchants. 

“I should say that the chain:store is 
\an example of progress and that the 
merchant who watches and acts on 
its methods will profit likewise. 


than that of the regular store?’ you 
ask. Well, letis see. Where their old 
leases expire they have to pay the 
newer rents. Usually they contract 
long leases, with privilege of a longer 
lease beyond the period named, and, of 
course, usually at the same rental. 
That.often carries them many’ years 
into the future at low rental. 

“Take the local case. The Penney 
Company had a very favorable five- 
year lease and five-year privilege at 
the same rent. There was a real bar- 
gain in a lease—$100 pér month for ten 
years, when it became worth at least 
$300 five years before the lease ex- 
pired.. In other words, about $12,000 
was made on the increased lease value 
in the last ten years. But the lease 
has expired and now they pay $300 per 
month; yet the store they have was 
bid on at $350. The owner would rather 
have the chain ‘menace’ store at $300 
than some other line at $350. Oh, yes, 
did I forget to mention that we had 
bought the building they were in dur- 
ing these ten years? Guess I did. 
Well, we bought it out of our store 
profits, and we think so kindly of the 
concern that’ we refused $350 for the 
‘location and only asked them $300. We 
didn’t even tell them about it. As to 
other overhead, we fail to see how they 
can make it any less than any other 
store.

During the course of its 
travels the pricé of ‘this model went 
lower and lower so that the jobber who 
bought first generalHy was ‘stuck.’ The 
factor of quality was only given scant 
attention in the production of the mer- 
chandise. 

“Now jobbers’ find this situation in- 
creasingly serious. They are going 
back to manufacturing, because in that 
way they can produce individual 
styles. There is no other way out. 
Competition is not as keen in well 
made merchandise. In garments made 
and styled under personal supervision, 
price is not the dominating considera- 
tion. If the style is there, the re- 
tailer is always willing to pay a fair 
price for the merchariise, because it 
is wotth more than the inferior pro- 
duction which has glutted the market 
during recent seasons.

This action has been taken 
on account of the scarcity and high 
prices of food. products. of primary 
necessity on the Portuguese market. 





South Africa’s Mineral Output. 

The Union of South Africa’s mineral 
output during the first ten months of 
1926 was valued at over £48,300,000, rep- 
resenting an increase of £3,000,000 over 
the production value for the same pe-| 
riod of 1925. The gold output value was 
greater by over £1,000,000, and the val- 
ues for coal and tin also increased sub- 


stantially. The production of copper 
and osmiridium silver decreased. 





Japanese Cottons In Rumania.

ACHEL LINDSAY, the irre-

Mr. Lindsay, as 
all of his readers know, ‘has a fond- 
ness for the primitive; what is per- 
haps his best known poem, “The 
Congo,” was in its song structure 
built on negro minstrelsy; and “Old, 
Ola, Old Andrew Jackson” has be- 
hind it something of pioneer fiddling. 


In many of the poems of the vol- 


umes “Going to the Sun” and “Go- 
ing to the Stars” there were hints of 
Indian lyricism, but the present col- 
lection, the title of which is “The 
Candie in the Cabin,” is the first 
exclusively tracing to the music of 
the Redskin. 

For those who are accustomed to 
think of Mr. Lindsay as ever given 
over to boisterousness, the muted 
tones of “The Candle in the Cabin” 
will sound as an anticlimax; and it 
must be admitted that one must 
make certain allowances in reading 
them. The poet, who undoubtedly is 
more intimately acquainted with 
Indian motifs than he can expect 
more than a few of his readers to 
be, has not explained the principles 
of the music to which he relates 
his lines and forms, and one is, un- 
fortunately, left somewhat befogged.

Simplicity thrice simplified appears 
to be the fundamental characteristic, 
with an almost complete absence of 
all that is colorful.

The ugliness and sordid- 
ness of the contemporary urban 
Scene could not be exaggerated: 
but they averted themselves from 
the scene itself, instead of con- 
fronting the forces that were pro- 
ducing it. 


It would be enjoyable, and more 
convincing. to let Mr. Mumford make 
his own interpretations of Mrs. Jack 
Gardner’s recrudescence of Euro- 
pean art in her semi-public museum, 
of Henry Adams's stifled career, of 
Santayana’s surrender to classicism, 
of the capture of “all the instru- 
mentalities of the intellectual life’ 
by industry, of middle-class novel- 
ists, of muckraking, of the specious 
socialism of Jack London, of Theo- 
dore Dreiser’s bewilderment, of John 
Dewey's championing of “utilitarian- 
ism.” Mr. Mumford is firm but not 
unfair. His last paragraph in “Un- 
der the Shadow of the Muck-Rake” 
may indicate his cast of mind: 


Without vision, the p 


ragmatists 
' perish. And our generation, in par- 


ticular, who had seen them fall 
back, one by one, into commercial 
affairs, into administrative ab- 
sorption, into a pained abandon- 
ment of “reform,” into taking 
whatever fortune thrusts into 
their laps, into an acquiescence 
even more pathetic, -perhaps, than 
that of the disabled generation 
which followed the Civil War— 
our generation may well doubt the 
adequacy of their complaisant 
philosophy. “Things are in the 
saddle,” Emerson said, “and ride - 
mankind.” We must overthrow 
the rider before we can recover 

horse; for, otherwise, horse 
and rider may drive to the devil. 


What are the signs of today? 
What indications are there that the 
new generation will ‘‘see life whole, 
and seek a whole life?” Chiefly they 
are in destruction: in the impatience 
with stale rituals of living that: un- 
derlies the brash writing about 
which we were all excited, even 
alarmed, five years ago. Now you 
cannot distinguish a radical from a 
conservative; they both wear sack 
suits, felt hats and neat ties. Per- 
haps. we may regard this good feel- 
ing between both camps as an indi- 
cation of the acceptance of univer- 
sality asa common axiom. Or per- 
haps, worse thought, the radicals 
have lost their zeal. At any rate, 
satisfaction with the routine of the 
day betrays a lack of vision for the 
morrow. What plans are there, what 
hopes anywhere for tomorrow? “The 
road is before us!” Mr. Mumford 
exclaims. What road?

He wants a little 
more understanding, a little more 
sympathy, a little more emphasis on 
man’s effort to lift himself out of 
the slime, a little less emphasis on 
the slime. Facing a mighty anti- 
Puritan tide for which chief respon- 
sibility is laid on Paul of Tarsus. 
the well-known corrupter of the doc- 
trine of the Mount, this Emporia 
dyspeptic is reminded, and reminds 
the alarmed neighborhood, that it 
was Paul who said that the greatest 
of these is Love. 

There is not much Love’ running 
loose in contemporary American fic- 
tion, at least in that outstanding 
Class of fiction which addresses itself 
to the lower vitalities of the better 
sort of people... There is not much 
compassion. Instead, there is a 
grievance and a grouch, mounting 
Where 
did we learn our Realism? From 
Thomas ? From Dostoievsky 
by way of Great Britain?

MINIATURES OF FRENCH JZI8- 
TORY. By Witlatre Beliocc. New

OM the founding of Marseilles 
in 599 B. C. by some Greek 
mariners to the battle of the 

Marne in 1914, Mr. Belloc selects 
some thirty subjects of French his- 
tory for his “miniatures.”" They are 
small battle scenes, hervic portraits 
and romantic incidents. Each stands 
for some important stage in French 
history or perhaps English history, 
as the sketch of the flight of the 
exiled James II or again a tragic 
moment for both countries as in the 
brilliant paper called “Bilanche- 
tagjue,”' a decisive encounter before 
the battle of Crécy. 

The central point of the history of 
France as outlined in these minia- 
tures lies far from France. It is ‘“The 
Triumph of Saladin,” the story of 
the hattie of Hattin; fought on Sat- 
urday (Mr. Belloc gives the day of 
the week). July 4, 1187, in which 
Jerusalem was lost to the Christian 
powers. Here appears a character- 
istic touch of Mr. Belloc as Catholic 
historian, for he looks upon the 
Christian powers of the West as one, 
bound together by the faith.

HE city is built against a rock 
which rises like some unbeliev- 
able. monster from the earth 
and on the brow of this rock is 
perched the Castle.

There is a good reason why the 
sense of the Past, with all its shapes 
and colors, impinges so violently 
upon the sensitive mind in Edin- 
burgh, and that reason is amply indi- 
cated in Mr. Bone’s book. It is 
mainly because the historical scene in 
the ancient Scots city is so compact, 
for 6ne thing, and, aiding and abet- 
ting this limitation of area, is the 
visible aspect of the past that per- 
sists in this historically congested 
community. -The Castle, Holyrood, 
the ancient streets with their high 
lands, the very rise and fall of the 
thoroughfares where the pedestrian 
going one way seems to walk right 
into the sky and the traveler hound 
in the other direction appears to sink 
into the ground, these things sharpen

rock is the soul of the city. And it 
is the soul of the city for which Mr. 
Bone is striving in the eleven chap- 
ters of a book that is a calculated 
marriage of architectural and spirit- 
ual description. Now there have 
been many books about Edinburgh, 
books that have ranged all the way 
from romantic fictionalizings to the 
smoothly turned survey of Robert 
Louis Stevenson. It is a testimony 
to the charm, the romance, the 
“historical pull,” as it were, and the 
power of enslaving and inspiring its 
disciples that “Auld Reekie” has 
nearly always come off finely in 
these books. Indeed, it seems almost 
impossible for a book on Edinburgh 
to fail in at least a part of its pur- 
pose. The subject carries even the 
poor writer away and lifts him above 
himself. The ghosts gather too 
thickly about the novelist, poet, or 
Grub Street asacribbler for him to 
neglect the multitudinous facets of 
historical charm that reveal them- 
selves in Edinburgh. What is a poor 
pot-boiler to do as he walks up the 
windy Canongate and senses the host 
of armored men and 0beautiful 
women that press forward out of the 
past to him? He knows these ghosts 
for they are a portion of his intimate 
dreams and his youth. The stento- 
rian voice of John Knox, the horse 
of Darnley striking sparks from the 
cobbled courtyard of Holyrood, the 
masked figure of Deacon Brodie 
slinking through the Close, Queen 
Mary bathing in wine in the Canon- 
gate, Montrose breaking through the 
mob of Presbyterians on his way to 
join King Charles at Berwick, and, 
above all and dominating all, . the 
slender figure of Mary Stuart bidding 
her fatal farewell to Chastelard, 
these are the ghosts that haunt the 
writer as he climbs the hill to the 
Castle and pauses beside Mons Meg 
to lovuk down at the houses. 


extricably commingled with his- 
torical memories, and one wanders 
along brooding over the high and 
thrilling heritage of Scotch romance. 
Above all, there is.the Castle. One 
must return to it again and again. 
Having this massive stone bulk 
reared against the sky above their 
heads and always before their eyes, 
how can the inhabitants of Edinburgh 
very well escape the historical sense? 
The Old Town clustered about this 
fortress is still a slice of history. 
“The Peramubiator in Edinburgh” 
is not the stock type of descriptive 
book, and yet the reader will find all 
the ingredients of that type here, a 


exareful architectural and topograph- 
ical analysis, comment on ancient 
decorations, fireplaces, doors, knock- 
ers and windows and the reincarna- 
tion of various historical - figures. 
But animating all this and lifting 
what might be “the usual thing” to! 
another plane entirely is the spirit ; 
with which Mr. Bone -approaches his | 
task. The sympathetic glow and 
awareness of things, the sensitive 
comprehension and calm relegation of 
the obvious to its proper place in the 
perspective, the idea of never quite 
describing the Castile but forever indi- 
cating it as the looming guardian of 
the past, and the abstinence of any 
sentimentalized maunderings about 
Holyrood (there isn’t a mention of 
David Rizzio in the book), these 
things raise the volume to a personal 
expression. What Mr. Bone doex do 
is to indicate the face and aspect of 
Edinburgh, to burrow into the an- 
cient lands (those picturesque rook- 
eries once the abode of greatness and 
now the “flats” of poverty) and 
draw forth their secrets, to sense the 
communal feeling, including ghostli- 


ness, and betray it discreetly enough 


to the reader, and to give, ax it 
were. the sensation of that atmos-’ 
phere of mingled past and present 


that hovers over the steep atreets, | 


tall buildings and jutting rocks. It 
is all done in a charming prose. that 
is not without a certain unforced but 
unmistakable sense of humor. In- 
deed, the much-abused “mellow” 
might be applied to the general ef- 
fect of “The Perambulator in Edin- 
burgh.” The face of Edinburgh is 
drawn deftly and simply by a gentle 
insistence on the aspects of the more 
important streets, the sights from 
the high windows of the rookeries 
are indicated, the Saturday afternoon 
recreations of the Edinburghers are 
outlined, and the ghosts that wander 
through the ancient closes are 
brought back to life. It is impos- 
sible, of course, to give any adequate 
idea of a descriptive book unless 
some of the description is quoted. 
An excellent idea of Mr. Bone’s 
prose may be guined from a para- 
graph concerning leith Walk. 


Few things in Edinburgh [he 
writes] are really more astonishing 
than the way this great thorough- 
fare spurts down its steep gorge 
from Princes Street and gradually 
widens until, dammed by the lit- . 
tle fully licensed island of build- 
ings opposite the theatre, it seems 
to burst its banks and, attaining 
Amazonian width, rolls down the 
hill with terrific

Bone does this time and again in his 
book and he does it with that guilt- 
lessness of literary effort and effect 
that communicates so high a sense 
of power to his prose. Then for 
types, for individuals, take Mr. 
Bone’s paragraph about a daunderer. 
Daundering, be it known, is a Satur- 
day afternoon recreation in Edin- 
burgh and it consists of wandering 
nowhere at the slowest of speed. 


As he grows grayer [writes Mr. 
Bone] the daunderer is taken in 
home waters. He moves in siow 
tacks between —— and grave- - 
yards, of which Edin offers 
so unequaled and queer a variety.

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JOSEPH CONRAD IN THE CONGO. 
By G. Jean-Aubry. Limited edi- 
tion. 71 pp. Boston: Little, Brown 
& Co. 


NOTHER and valuable addition 
to the lengthening list of Con- 
radian memorabilia is G. Jean- 

Aubry’s ‘‘Joseph Conrad in the 
'Congo.’’ This small volume of fewer 
than four-score pages, in an edition 
limited to 470 copies, is of docu- 
mentary rather than literary impor- 
tance. It will present to the casual 
reader of Conrad, however enthu- 
siastic that reader, little of para- 
mount interest. But for those who 
wish to add. to their Conrad shelf 
everything pertaining to that author, 
the book is of importance. Mr. Jean- 
Aubry has searched the files- of the 
Société du Haut-Congo, in Brussels, 
and. found therein the correspondence 
between Conrad and the Director. of 
the Society which resulted in. .the 
former’s commission to. the command 
of that river steamboat which fig-

of Africa, especially ‘‘Heart of 
Darkness.’’ It will be recalled that 
in the telling of this masterpiece the 
narrgtive is supposed to come from 
the fictitious character Mariow, 
but although every one has known 
that the story was autobiographical, 
there was lacking proof of how com- 
pletely autobiographical it was until 
the issuance of this brochure. 

Not the least interesting feature of 
the cogrespondence assembled by Mr. 
Jean-Aubry—a correspondence car- 
ried on in French, by the way—is the 
signature of the sea captain not yet 
turned novelist—J. C. (or merely C.) 
Korzeniowski. During most, if not 
all of his sea-going days, the man 
who later came to be known to the 
reading ‘public as Joseph Conrad 
fared the oceans under the British 
flag (generally) but under his own 
Polish name. Thus suddenly made 
visual, the signature adds both. to 
the drama and to the romance of 
Conrad's career. 

It was not a little to his un- 
fortunate experiences in the Congo

that Conrad turned exclusively to 
authorship. At the same time it is 
folly, of course, to say, as often al-

Byrne has taken the material of his 
book. 

Much of his narrative and argu- 
ment is quoted from authorities upon 
the campaigns, battles and Indian 
leaders of that struggle, but he has 
done something very much worth 
while in thus bringing together such 
an imposing body of testimony to the 
martial qualities of the Indian. His 
work helps to put the Indian into the 
light in which he is entitled to be 
studied, his own view of the situa- 
tion, and to show with justice to him 
his reaction to its demands. The 
long war trail of those years reached 
its culmination in the famous battle 
of the Little Big Horn, in June, 
1876, and the utter destruction of 
Custer and his troops. Mr. Byrne 
follows that trail in several chapters 
which deal witi: the history of the 
making and breaking of treaties with 
the Indians by the whites and with 
some of the important military de- 
velopments of tke time before the 
Little Big Horn disaster. He gives 
much attention to Custer’s campaign, 
with some analysis of his personality 
“as a backgreund. 

Other chapters show the military 
handicaps under which the Indians 
fought, especially their dependence | 
upon the énemy for the tools of war, 
their effictency and their fortitude.

but seeing as much of the country, 
the pepple and the life as he could 
in various ways. He returned to his 
home in England, but camé back in 
1908 to revisit the scenes where he 
had spent so happily the years of his 
young manhood. He died last year, 
and his widow has collected some of 
his writing not heretofore published 
for this posthumous book of “Last 
Memories.” 

The greater part of the volume is 
devoted to accounts of his revisiting 
trip and comparisons with the same 
seenes and people thirty years be- 
fore. But even these now take on 
the glamour of “days of old,” for the 
infant years of our twentieth cen- 





tury already begin to seem antedi- 





luvian, so rapid is the pace we have 
gone since then. He marvels much 
as he tells about his visits to the 
New Mexican towns he had known in 
the 1870s, at the changes that had 
taken place in thirty years. 

There are some amusing tales of 
his early experiences in Colorado, 
and at least two chapters be- 
sides being interesting to the ordi- 
nary reader, offer good materia] to 
the student of animal psychology. 

Any one who cares for accounts of 
the pioneer life of the mountains 
will find much entertainment in the 
book, but also it is worth while in a 
serious way as an authoritative ad- 
dition to the social history of - 
frontier life. 

In “The Romance of the Boun- 
daries” John T. Faris has undertaken 
a work of real historic significance.. 
It contains a score or more of. ac- 
counts. of incidents concerning the 
boundaries, international or State, of 
this country notable for their humor 
or their drama or their human inter- 
est. A few of them are fairly well 
known to readers with a bent for 
history, but many are the fruits of 
much searching among books and 
records of more detail than can be 
found in popular volumes. The au- 
thor begins with the “Aroostook 
War’ of the 1830s and 1840s, which 
proved to bé bloodless and ended in 
compromise and treaty over the line 
between Maine and Canada, and ends 
with the difficulties of Iowa over her 
boundaries. These, says the author, 
are of special interest, because the 
struggle over the limits of this State 
illustrates the incessant wrangles and 
disturbances going on in this country 
during the generation preceding the 
Civil War over the “balance of 
power” between the free and the 
slave-holding sections. It was this 
struggie that caused many of the 


boundary disputes whose stories Mr. 
Faris tells. But there are also many 
others, some of them amusing enough 
to our own, day so-iong afterward. 
but so serious at the time that they 
held menacing possibilities for the 
young Republic. 

Mr. Faris tells the tale of the Re- 
public of the Green Mountains and 
its boundaries, which after fourteen 
years of independence became the 
State of Vermont. New Hampshire 
had trouble over her northern de- 
limiting line, resulting in the forma- 
tion of the Indian Stream Territory. 
over which were much wrangling, 
diplomacy and threats. The long 
stories of dicker and diplomacy over 
the boundaries of Minnesota, Alaska 
and the region about Niagara show 
how easy it would have been for this 
country and Great Britain to have 
dropped into war many a time. The 
trouble over the Texas border, Con- 
necticut’s thousand and one quarrels 
over her rights to wide acres, the 
wrangles that bounded Pennsylvania, 
the claims of Wisconsin and her mili- 
tant threats to Congress are among 
the interesting tales Mr. Faris has 
po up and presented in interesting 

le. 

It is a scholarly book, depending 
much on contemporary accounts and 
historical records for incident -and 
color. Scholarly and painstaking also 
is the author's careful method of ex- 
plaining the origins of these quarrels 
and going back to the causes of ill- 
feeling. When the reader has fin- 
ished one of these boundary tales he 
knows'‘all about how and when and 
why the difficulty started, how it 
grew, what happened concerning it 
and how it was settled. The work is 
copiously illustrated from  photo- 
graphs that are beautifully repro- 
duced, and its valhe is much en- 





hanced by a dozen maps.

NE by one the noted man-kill-

This task Mr. Wilstach has per- 
formed with diligence, and the résult 
is convincing. There has been a wide 
divergence of ‘ opinion concerning 

Hickok. Some have held that he was 

nothing more than a murderous gun 

fighter who chanced to be on the side 


tof the law .and that he killed with 


needless, wantoh recklessness; oth- 
ers, equally sincere, have regarded 
him as a mode! citizen and a fearless 
and capable peace officer who shot 
only when there was a reason for 
sh . 

Mr. Wilstach, though he dispejs 
many a gaudy myth, inclines to the 
latter view. 

For example, Mr. Wiilstach makes 
out a convincing case to prove that 
Wild Bill was never in Dodge City, 
where the late Bat Masterson per- 
formed as peace officer. For years 
the public has been fed with yarns 
of Wild Bill's doings in Dodge City. 
Again, Mr. Wilstach shows that in 
the famous McCandless “massacre” 
Wild Bill did not perform any such 
epic feat as killing ten men, ag even 
ordinarily reliable writers have as- 
sumed; indeed, only three men lost 
their lives in the McCandies fight. 

Then there is the story that Wild 
Bill and Calamity Jane, that fasci- 
nating harridan of the border, were

seems to have had a reai affection. 

Buffalo Bill used to be able to 
count off thirty-five men who, he 
said, had been killed by Wild Bill 
Hickok. But Colonel Cody was 
counting the ten men in the McCan- 
dies affair, where there really were 
only three. Other estimates run as 
high as seventy-five. Mr. Wilstach 
says that twelve can be counted eas- 
ily enough, but that after that one 
comes upon “perturbing doubts and 
insistent questionings.” It is prob- 
able, however, that Bill killed a great 
many more than any dozen men, and 
that seventy-five is fairly accurate, if 
one counts the various ‘Indians laid 
low by this eminent gun-toter and 
the Confederate soldiers whom he 
slew as a sniper during the Civil 
War. 

The job of getting a coherent and 
truthful account of the whole of 
Hickok’s life is manifestly impossible. 
Mr. Wilstach, the most painstaking 
investigator to tackle the job, has 
been unable to fill in wide gaps. 

On the apparently indisputable evi- 
dence, however, Wild Bill remains 
the greatest gun fighter who ever got 
into action. He shot from the hip, 
with either hand, and he had no trig- 
ers on his pistols. Once two men 
sought to kill him. One entered by 
the rear of a saloon, the other from 
the front; Wild Bill, shooting in two 
directions at once, killed them both. 
The boy never missed. At fifty yards 
he could put six shots into a circle no 
larger than a man’s heart; he could 
cut a chicken’s throat at thirty paces 
without touching its head or body or 
even breaking its neck; he amused 
his friends by driving the cork into a 
bottle without breaking the bottle 
neck; he was able to hit a dime at 
fifty paces nine times. out of ten. 
What a man! And still people are 
saying that the late Annie Oakley 
could shoot. 

Wild Bill was a fancy dresser, his 
attire usually being somewhat in the 
style of the Mississippi steamboat 
gambler. He was handsome, tall, 
with long brown hair which swept in 
profusion over his shoulders. Women 
were attracted to him, and the men 


who knew him swore by him forever |. 


after. He seems to have heen fear- 
less, despite certain innuendoes that 
have crept up at various intervals 





since the amateur undertaker buried 











him at Deadwood. He drank and 
gambied; indeed, he appears to have 
been inordinately fond of the cards. 
He was playing cards in a saloon 
when Jack McCall sent a builet 
through his head—from the hack. 
Moreover, Mr. Hickok—to speak 
of him in the manner which he pre- 
ferfed rather than the-more vulgar 
Wild Bill—appears to have taken his 
job as marshal with great serious- 
ness. He was a hound for ‘‘law 
enforcement.’* When an ordinance

was passed forbidding gambling he 
construed it literally and invaded the 
homes of citizens to stop whist games. 
That was laying it on a bit thick, 
and was not calculated to make a 
man popular. 
All in all, the Hickok whom Mr. 
has so carefully resurrected 
was an admirable type of men. A 
little quick with the guns, perhaps, 
but then, as Wild Bill himself often 
said, he was not a man to be put 
upon.

“Transfiguration” and Other Recent Works

N his preface to “Transfigura- 
tion” Maxim Gorky tells us 
that “it is the greatest book 
that has been written in Russia 
in the last twenty-four years” 
and that its atithor, S. N. Sergeev 
Tzensky, has won by writing it a 
legitimate place among.the great- 
est Russian masters of prose. It is 
doubtful whether even such a 
vowerful argument as the weight 
of Gorky'’s name will make this 
piece of gross exaggeration sound 
convincing to those who take the 
trouble of reading the book. It is 
rather the contrary that should be 
expected; those who did not know 
that Gorky has the bad habit of 
overpraising second-rate writers 
may close the book with a feeling 
of hitter disappointment. It will be, 
however, a pity if such a thing hap- 
pens, for, if not judged by the 
standards of ‘‘Anna Karenina’’ or of 
“Crime and Punishment,’’ ‘*Trans- 
figuration’’ may be read and en- 
joyed. It is neither a masterpiece 
nor a document which might become 
an immortality-license for its au- 
thor, but merely a.good and interest- 
ing novel. In other words, it is what 
it might be expected to be: Ser- 
geev Tzensky is‘not a young writer, 
and he has in Russia a serious and 
a well-established reputation; yet he 
has always been considered as one of 
the ‘‘minor’’ contemporaries of 
Gorky, Andreyeyv and the like. 

-The present volume is a complete 

novel, an entirely self-supporting 
literary entity; yet, unless the pres- 
ent reviewer is very much mistaken, 
it is meant to be the first part of a 
much wider work. 
' Sergeev Tzensky spent the years 
of war and _ revolution in_ the 
Crimea ‘pasturing cows and devot- 
ing his time to agricultural pur- 
suits. It is there that he conceived 
the idea of a large epopee covering. 
the last two decades of eventful 
Russian life. And when the Russian 
original of the present volume ap- 
peared in 1923 at Simferopol it 
Was generally understood to be the 
beginning of this monumental work. 
It is a pity that this fact has not 
been mentioned by Sergeev Tzen- 
sky’s American publishers, for the 
present volume, as it stands, does 
mot bear out its title. We find no 
transfiguration in the “Transfigura- 
tion,” for, apparently, the transfig- 
uration is yet to come. 

The whole novel is laid against 
the «colorful background of the 
_ Crimea, which the author draws with 
a@ great gusto and an undeniable 
taste. His rich, perhaps at times 
too rich, ‘‘ornamental’’ style lends 
itself very well to the visualization 
of landscapes (a fact which will 
probably remain unappreciated by 
those who read his book in trans- 
lation). The heroes of the novel are 
middle-class intellectuals of pre-war

PLEASANT MR. LOCKE 

PERELLA. By Wiliam J. Locke

N “Perella” Mr. Locke has writ- 

ten one of those urbane, agree- 

able and absolutely innocent tales 
which have endeared him to that 
large public which likes its fiction 
put up under the pure food and 
drug law. Perella Annaway was 
the daughter of John Annaway, a 
drunken and lovable English pub- 
licist, who turned her out to shift 
for herself when he decided to live 
with an unmarried successor to his 
wife. Perella went to Florence, 
where she eked out a miserable in- 
come by copying pictures in the 
galleries, and made the acquaint- 
ance, at the Pension Toselli, of An- 
thony Blake, a giddy, attractive 
young English artist. 

The inevitable love affair devel- 
oped. Anthony and Perella were en- 
gaged, and they were both taken up 
by Professor Sylvester Gayton, the 
great authority on painting. Anthony

Perella went to Venice, nie she 
had commissions to copy master- 
pieces for South American cogno- 
scenti, and there, while under Pro- 
fessor Gayton’s protection, fell and 
broke her arm so badly that she 
could never paint again. So of 
course the Professor hired an ambu- 
lance and took her back to his villa 
at Florence, where—aided by An- 
thony’s vague attempts to shake free 
of her—Perella broke her engage- 
ment and married the elderly expert 
on things artistic. And Anthony 
made matters even by marrying 
Beatrice Ellison. 

Anthony then began to be a great 
commercial success; his work was 
demanded in the best American mag- 
azines and he was on the highroad 
to fame, when he and his secret 
wife (the marriage was. kept sub 
rosa to avoid gossip) returned to 
Fiorence. He and Perella met euch 
other again, and slowly, inevitably 
fell in love with each other once 
more. Having. been detected by their 
respective spouses exchanging a last, 
tragic kiss in a Summer house, the 
two mdrriages of convenience and 
affection seem destined to fall to 
ruins before the imperious demands 
of youthful love for youth. So Bea- 
trice and Sylvester run off together 
and fabricated material for a divorce 
action. Anthony and Perella dallied 
with the idea of eventual happiness, 
but when the latter discovered that 
Sylvester was doing all this to make 
her truly happy, she decided that 
true happiness can never.be found 
through the divorce court. She re- 
turned to her aged husband and thus 
vindicated -the niceties— Mr. Locke 
never comes within a mile of injur- 
ing the proprieties—of harmless ro- 
mance.

MORE OF RASPUTIN 


BLINDED KINGS. By J. Kessel and 
H. Iswolsky. Translated from the 
French by G. and K. de. Teissier. 
308 pp. New York: Doudieday, 
Page & Co. 1926. $2.50. 


LINDED KINGS’’ is a historical 

novel. Its. principal figure is 

Gregory Rasputin, its back- 
ground the life of the Russian aris- 
tocracy and court in the last years 
of the Empire of the Czars, and its 
stage setting luxurious palaces and 
reception rooms of Pe®&ograd. The 
authors of the novel, J. Kessel and 
Miss H. Iswolsky, the daughter of 
Imperial Russia’s Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, tell us in the foreword 
that their purpose has been to repro- 
duce “the period and its chief actors” 
with all possible accuracy of facts | 
and details. 


In “Blinded Kings” (they assert] © 
there is not a statement, an anec- 
dote nor a suggestion which is not 
upheld by evidence: whose origin 
is not in some document or in a 
conversation which we were fortu- 
nate to have with one of the pro- 
tagonists or witnesses of the great 
drama. 


“Not a suggestion which is not up- 
held by evidence” is ce ly a 
dreadful overstatement; to pretend 
that “Blinded Kings” is an ideal of 
historical accuracy would be sense- 
less, but that it is, on the whole, a 
correct record of events is. perfectly 
true. The reader cannot fail to per- 
ceive that the authors have taken 
pains to study the documents bearing 
on the epoch. Wading through the 
book, one identifies in it entire pas- 
sages extracted from or suggested 
by the-reminiscences of Mrs. Vyru- 
bova (the Empress’ favorite lady-in- 
waiting), of the late Bieletzky (Chief 
ofthe Secret Police), of Purishke- 
vich (one of Rasputin’s murder- 
ers), &c 

If, however, some of the chapters 
of the book read like a popular text- 


book of history, others are stuffed’ 


with altogether different material. 
Like all authors of Rasputinian nov- 
els, Mr. Kessel and Miss Iswolsky 
treat the reader to a more than sif- 
ficient quantity of five-and-ten-cent- 
store “thrills,” “stunts,” “mysteries” 
and firecrackers. Rasputin is shown 
in a mystical “cloud” of evil fluids 
from which he drew his supernat- 
ural power over men and women 
(the authors go so far as to actually 
describe this “cloud”); wonder-work- 
ing potions and incantations, Ger- 
man spies, “terrible” secrets (which 
do not terrify), displays of “Asiatic” 
mysticism (“l’A€me Russe,” don’t you 
know?), and the word -fate written 
with a capital F and repeated almost 
on every second page. Such is the 
atmosphere of chapters which do not 
deal with some generally known his- 
torical events or persons. Nothing

could be objected against these 
thrills. if they were effective. (Un- 
fortunately; however, the narratiye 
of our authors is  preeminently 
anemic, coloriesss (in spite of their 
attempts at lending it as much color 
as nossible) and monotonous. . 

The technical axis around which 
the novel w constructed is the love 
of the noble-minded Count Dolin for 
the “charming” Lisa Donskaya. Both 
of them, in contradistinction to 
most of the other heroes of the book, 
are imaginary characters. Lisa falls 
under the hypnotic spell of Rasputin 
and becomes a devoted friend of the 
Czarina. To free both her and the 
imperial family of Rasputin’s evil 
influence, Count Dolin joins Prince 
Yousupoff, who has decided to kill 
the hideous monk. Count Dolin and 
Lisa are unconvincing, unreal and 
artificial figures. And they both 
seem to feel exceedingly uneasy in 
a novel where they are nothing but 
tie-beams, without which no fiction 
work can be built. The reader is all 
the time perfectly aware of the fact 
that they postpore heir conciuding 
kiss with the sole object of giving 
} the authors the space needed for the 
description of Rasputin's life and 
death. For such things writers are 


punishec with the highest imagina-. 


ble punishment—with the reader's 
yawn. . ; : 
One closes the novel with the im- 
pression that, working on it, its au- 
thors hesitated between two tempta- 
tions—to enrich the world with a 
new historical monograph and to se- 
duce the reader by a fascinating 
“Roman de bouvlevard:” It is diffi- 
cult, however, to kill two such birds 
with une stone. “Blinded Kings” is 
a convincing proof thereof. ,

THE INVISIBLE COLLECTION. By

TEFAN ZWEIG by this time 
needs no introduction. His 
*‘Jeremiah’’ and his ‘‘Passion 

and Pain’’ will make many readers 
eager to get hold of ‘‘The Invisible 
Collection,’’ the half sketch, half 
short story now printed in an edi- 
tion limited to only fifty copies. 
‘*"The Invisible Collection,’’ however, 
does not belong with Zweig’s impor- 
tant work; it is really unimportant, 
though not trivial or valueless, for 
it is touched with charm and ten- 
derness and tells a story which, 
slight as it is, proves interesting and 
different.

And the déalér learned from the o 
man’s family that because the war 
had impoverished .them -they had 
been forced to sell most-of the val- 
uable things in the old man’s collec- 
tion. The man himself, being blind, 
did not know this. And the art deal- 
er had to sit by him while he turned 
the pages of many portfolios, glowing 
with pride over pictures that actually 
were not there. 

Herr Zweig has used, of course, a 

‘situation inherently pathetic, and he 
has used it with lightness and charm. 
. He has touched on his situation 
rather than sounded it, as readers 
will agree who remember Leonard 
Merrick’s amazing “The Laurels and- 
the Lady,” where a blind poet is 
made to believe that his poems, 
which really have never been pub- 
lished, have created a sensation in 
the world. Merrick plays. his situa- 
tion to the hilt, gaining for it a 
very full pathos and irony. Herr 
Zweig, in “The Invisible Collection,” 
simply writes with a quiet tender- 
ness. 

A word remains to be added con- 
cerning the distinctive make-up of 
this little book. The Pynson Printers 
have given it a most attractive 
letter-press and binding, printed it 
on paper and it

18S BLACKBURN'S novel is 

the sort, one can predict with 

fair safety, that will cause lit- 
tle comment in America and will be 
read by no great number of Ameri- 
can readers. It is very English, very 
unexciting and very  “coloriess.”’ 
Even an intelligent reader, brought 
face to face with its unexaggerated 
detail of British life, could hardly be 
blamed for regarding it as somewhat 
dull and trivial. It is a record of 
surfaces mainly, and perhaps it de- 
mands a certain degree of reflection 
on the reader’s part to perceive that 
the surfaces conceal deptiis. For the 
depths are revealed casually, and are 
never in themselves striking. . Char- 
acter here is revealed through inci- 
dents and manners more than 
through andlysis, and the character 
revealed is normal, usual, average.

the farmer’s former isolation by the 
automobile, the telephone, the radio 
and moving pictures. 

The subject is most difficult to 
deal with simply, as it involves an 
infinitude of subtie perceptions of 
group and individual changes of at-. 
titude, as well as a thorough exam- 
ination of the economic developments 
which have played such an enormous 
part in shaping the social and psy- 
chological changes. Other sociologists 
have made thorough studies-of farm 
prices and of thé relation of farmers 
to middiemen. They have described 
the growth of the cooperative move- 
ment among farmers and its influ- 
ence on the prosperity of farmers. 
Although Dr. Williams deals with 
these matters exceptionally well, his 
great contribtion lies in his penetrat- 
ing insight into the factors that have 
changed men’s minds. 

Whoever knows the recent history 
of America realizes that a half cen- 
tury ago the farmer was still an in- 
tensely individualistic man, living 
“largely unto himself and his family, 
and subsisting by the labor of his 
and their hands. He was usually 
isolated and his intellectual attitude 
was narrow. Much dependent upon

the vagaries of the weather, he was~ 


inclined to be fatalistic and religious. 
He believed in hard work and plenty 
of it. Self-restraint and self-control 
were the great virtues. He distrust- 
ed outsiders and ‘‘city folks.”” He 
neither knew nor cared much about 
the world outside his own bailiwick. 

Today the farmer is tending to- 
ward cooperative enterprise. He is 
seeking the aid of science. He is 
looking toward earning more than 
a bare living and wishes to enjoy 
the comforts of the world. He is no 
longer isolated. He is no longer in- 
tolerantly and aggressively indepen- 
dent. At the same time, however, 
religion has lost much of its hold. 
The .old attitudes toward relentless 
toil and self-restraint have largely 
broken down. The young péopie 
have defied parental authority. Dis- 
cipline in the family, as well as in 
the school, is loose. Contacts with 
the outside world have increased the 
discontent of the younger genera- 
tion. The. farmer’s attitude toward 


i Outside affairs and toward -politics, 





while showing greater’ interest, 
shows a greater disrespect for poli- 
ticians and Government. 

What is back of these changes and 
whither will they lead us? These 
two questions are indirectly an- 
swered throughout the three hun- 
dred pages of ‘The’ Expansion of 
Rural Life.’’ Here and there, as was 
the case in “Our Rural Heritage,”’ 
the professor shows that he has a 
sense of humor as well as a keen 
wit. There are sentences which 
lliuminate in a few words new lines 
of thought in connection with un- 
derstanding our rural heritage, that 
show the author to be possessed of 
a philosophical as well as a sociologi- 
cal mind. So, for example, he at- 
tributes to the weakening of paren- 
tal authority the ery for laws to 
protect weak people. To the Idosen- 
ing of the hold of religion, with its 
strong emphasis on personal integ- , 





‘of honor to enforce the laws."" He 
suggests that the growing willing- 
ness of the farmers to accept cur- 
tailments of their personal liberty 
by the Government is due to the fact 
that they have become more and 
more removed from their original 
distrust of Government, which origi- 
nated in their relation to the tyran- 
nies of Europe.

American History in a Hop, Skip and Jump 


THE AMERICAN PEOPLE: A His- 
tory.

RITING

. mature readers, and label- 
ing it “history” is easy enough. For 
- instance, the pack of novelists may 
be turned on the scent in full cry. 
But if history be interpreted to mean 
what sound scholars with a definite 
sense of responsibility think it means, 
the undertaking of telling the whole 
story of the country in a single 
volume presents great difficulties. 

This is not to say that historians are 
the chosen inhabitants of an awful 
circle from which they have a right 
to warn away intruders, but merely 
that there is some difference between 
a hawk and a handsaw. A one-vol- 
ume history is usually read as a key 
book, and undoubtedly by a large 
proportion of persons not thoroughly 
versed in the subject to whom brev- 
ity is one of the main attractions. 
All the more important then, is it 
that the authors of the mass of such 
books shall do something more than 
exploit a “slant” -or engage in a 
frontal assault on the rules of evi- 
dence. 

The fascination of attempting to 
tell in compact form the main facts 
of American history, richer now than 
ever before because of large accumu- 
lations resulting from the World 
War .and industrial development, is 
undeniable. Can the perspective, 
where there is so much need of se- 
lection and compression, be accurate? 
Is it possible to deal within such 
cramped limits with the more con- 
spicuous periods of national evolu- 
tion without pitiful inadequacy? Can 
the drama of American history—and 
there is much of it—be saved from 


volume about, 





the wreck? These questions arise to 
plague the well-equipped and well- 
balanced author of history at. the 
moment when such a project filits 
through his. mind. 

Yet in recent years bold spirits 
have not been lacking who were will- 
ing to stake hard-won reputations on 
the hazard of the task. Dr. William 
MacDonald, formerly Professor of 
American History in Brown Univer- 
sity, showed in his “Three Centuries 
of American Democracy,” published 
a few years ago, that it was possible 
to sketch the development of all the 
important American institutions on 
an even scale in one volume and to 
diffuse the atmosphere of progressive 
scholarship throughout. Last year Dr. 
Robert Granville Caldwell, professor 
of the same subject in the Rice In- 
stitute, produced a volume in which, 
besides the main part of his narra- 
tive, he introduced the element of 
the emotional impulses of the people 
at different stages of their progress. 

Dr, Wertenbaker, Edwards Profes- 
sor of American History at Prince- 
ton, is the latest to enter the inviting 
field. Unawed by the inherent diffi- 
culties, he has enlarged them by 
seeking to bring out in his book the 
romance and adventure of American 
history while adhering to his purpose 
of presenting an outline of a com- 
plete narrative. 

That such romance and adventure 
exist in ample measure cannot be 
doubted, and it is equally evident 
that this aspect of the story has 
been neglected too much. Tabloid ro- 
mance might seem at first glance, to 
be the only kind which could be in- 
troduced in a one-volume history, 
but Professor Wertenbaker has con- 
trived to boil down his story to such 
proportions in other respects that he 
has been able to find space for an 
encouraging fulfiliment of his hopes. 
He has accomplished this in part

by introducing the principle of the 
motion picture in his work, flashing 
on his screen from time to time the 
“high lHghts” duly emphasized, with 
much material not only on personali- 
ties but on backgrounds. Thus he 
devotes three pages of his precious 
space allotment to Braddock’s defeat, 
a page and a half to George Rogers 
Clark’s expedition, two pages to 
Pinckney’s rebuff to Talleyrand and 
nearly three pages to the Dred Scott 
decision, besides ample picturing of 
such recent events as the elder J. P. 
Morgan’s interview with Roosevelt 
in the White House and the Paris 
Peace Conference. An instance may 
be given: 

Mr. Morgan went to Washington 
to discuss the matter [the North- 
ern Securities merger] with the 
President and Mr. Knox. An in- 
teresting trio they were: Mr. 
Roosevelt, courteous, urbane, 
forceful, his thick-set figure, iron 
mouth, small eyes gazing out fix- 
edly from behind glasses, broad 
forehead, ruddy cheeks, giving the 
impression of radiant energy and 
vitality : Mr. Morgan, the personi- 
fication of restrained power, with 


‘large frame, massive head, heavy 


jaws and drooping mustaches: At- 
torney General Knox, an excep- 
tionally small man, but standing 


hair, smooth-shaven face without 
wrinkles, drooping eyelids, promi- 
nent nose, lips thin and tightly 
compressed.

parochialism. Its weakest feature, 
as is to be expected, lies in the in- 
completeness of references, due to the 
compressed character of the text. 
Thus there is barely a clause about 
the voyage of John Cabot to Amer- 
ica, without an explanation of what 
the voyage was, and the Rattle of 
North Point is not mentioned in the 
account of Ross’s expedition in 1814. 

It would appear, too, that Dr. 
Wertenbaker gives currency to views 
concerning the Indians which are be- 
coming obsolete. In a Parkmanesque 
introduction to his first chapter he 
calls them savages, though recent in- 
vestigations have shown, in the opin- 


jon of many of the foremost ethnolo- 


sists, that in government, industries 
and even in some arts certain of the 
Indian groups attained a degree of 
development wel! beyond that of the 
barbarian conqyerors of Rome. 

The author's style, in the main,

The most ingenious story of the 
lot is perhaps the one entitled “A 
Matter of Voice,” where a beautiful 
but utterly unprincipled woman 
evolves a perfectly fiendish plan for 
getting rid of her husband so that 
she may marry his rival. The one 
man who knows the truth about 
what happened has no evidence that 
would be considered in a court of 
law, and the guilty persons go un- 
punished.

AN ARSENIC MURDER 
WHAT syd HAPPENED. By 
Marie Lowndes. New 


York: Doubleday, Page & Co. $2. 


VERY one who reads the daily 
paper has surely felt at one 
time or another very much as 

did the unknown woman whose 
phrase strikes the keynote of Mrs. 
Belloc Lowndes’s new story of mys- 
tery and murder. She was coming 
out of the courtroom when she ex- 
pressed her longing to know “What 
Really Happened,” in the much-dis- 
cussed Swanmere murder case and 
it is that knowledge the book gives 


us. 

Eva Raydon was a young war- 
widow. with a comfortable annuity 
from her dead husband's father when 
she met and fell in love with Birtley 
Raydon, who was himself very well 
off. He was not the only man by 
very many who had wanted to marry 
the charming Eva. Prominent 
among her other suitors was Jack 
Mintiaw, a Canadian with a splendid 
war record, poor when she first 
knew him, but who later, and after 
her second marriage, had a stroke of 
luck that turned him into a mittion- 
aire. Adelaide Strain, the plain, 
intelligent woman, herself a war- 
widow with a little boy, with whom 
Eva had lived before her second mar- 
riage, favored Jack Mintlaw and had 
no liking for Birtley Raydon. But 
Eva preferred Birtley and after they 
were married and settled at the Mill 
House Adelaide Strain. came to live 
with them as their “lady-house- 
keeper,” the charming Eva having 
no talent for domesticity. To all 
outward seeming the household. was 
like any number of other well-to-do, 
comfortable and fairly peaceful es- 
tablishments, so when Birtley Ray- 
don was taken suddenly ill one 
hight and died after a few hours of 
intense suffering not even the doc- 
tor suspected for a moment that he 
had been murdered. Oniy one per- 
son was not satisfied with the reason 
assigned for his death. That. person 
was his mother. And it was the 
investigation quietly made by the 
elder Mrs. Raydon and the evidence 
she found which enabled her to in- 
sist upon the autopsy which revealed 
the fact that Birtley Raydon had 
died not from the perforation of a 
duodenal ulcer, as the doctor had 
supposed, but from a dose of arsenic. 

There is a detective in the story, 
but he counts for comparatively lit- 
tle, partly because this. is one of 
those rare mystery stories which do 
not depend solely on a mystery for 
their hold upon the reader’s interest. 
We learn who killed Birtley Raydon 
about midway in the book, but that 
does not in the least lessen the sus- 
pense, principally because the char- 
acters are all of them real, flesh- 
and-blood people.

DINBURGH street urchins must

T is possibile that these two books 
are not, in the strictest sense of 
the term, a unique production, 
they certainly represent a kind 
of bookmaking which has had 

few illustrations, and which in some 
of its features gives a critic pause. 
Most students of history will be able 
to recall a few instances in which 
some learned or popular treatise has 
been made over to do duty as a text- 
book, but the cases are rare in which 
a textbook has been revamped to 
catch the attention of the so-called 
general reader, and put upon the 
market under the guise of a new 
work. Yet this is what has happened 
in the’ present case. The two egregi- 
ously weighty volumes to which the 
publishers, apparently for adver- 
tising purposes only,. have given the 
box title of “The Human Adven- 
ture,” but which on their respective 


covers and title-pages appear as “The . 


Conquest of Civilization’’ and “The 
Ordeal of Civilization,” are in sub- 
stance reprints, illustrations as well 
as texts, of two well-known college 
textbooks by the same authors pub- 
lished some years. ago by another 
house under the titles “Ancient 
Times” and “Mediaeval and Modern 
Times.” 

As the textbooks, we believe, are 
still in print and widely used, the 
bibliographer is offered the rather 
curious case of twin volumes, j, 
originally issued by one publisher, 
brought out in revised form by an- 
other under an amicable business ar- 
rangement, both editions, meantime, 
running usly; while 
the unwary “erad,” prosperous 
enough now to give.a reminiscent 
nod to culturé by adding some re- 
cent books to his library, and more 
attentive to titles, bindings and 
colorful jackets than to the warnings 
of prefaces, may find that his own 
bit of human adventure has rewarded 
him with two handsome volumes 
whose contents largely duplicate cer- 
tain textbooks which he was con- 
strained to study in that omnium 
gatherum of the college curriculum 
known as History 1. 

It is only fair to the two eminent 
authors to say that they have not 
sought merely ta harvest a second 
crop from a field which has already 
yielded rich returns. A comparison 
of the two texts shows almost in- 
numerable changes, far the larger 
part, to be sure, of a minor or un- 
important ‘kind, but some made

Chapters have 
heen rearranged and equipped with 
new titles, sentences have been 
omitted, abridged, or expanded, and 
first statements softened or empha- 
sized. As should be expected, the 
changes of substance are most num- 
erous in the earlier part of Professor 
Breasted’s volume, where the rapid 
advance of archaeological investiga- 
tion has added much to our knowl- 
edge of the early Eastern civiliza- 
tions. <A typical example of this 
kind of revision occurs in a passage 
in which Professor Breasted de- 
scribes the papyrus rolls of the early 
Egyptian age.

It is the earliest 
known really scientific document, 
for in it we “rind the human mind 
. for the first time endeavoring in 
the first place to discern and re- 
cord the facts, and then to base 
conclusions upon these observed 


facts. It is a treatise on surgery 
and external medicine, which be- 
gins at the top of the head and 
goes downward. It. is unfortu- 
nately broken off at the thorax 
and the uppermost spinal vertebra. 
It contains the earliest known ob- 
servations on the human brain, 


curs in it for the first time in any 
known. written document. * * * 
Surgical stitching is mentioned 
for the first time in medical- 
literature, and the physician has 
discovered that the heart is the 
driving power in a system of 
which it is the centre. This is 
not, however, necessarily a recog- 
nition of the civoukattnd of the 
blood. The other medical trea- 
tises represent the ailment as due 
to demons, which were long be- 
lieved to be the cause of disease. 


The curious in such matters will 
wonder at the omission of castor oil, 
which certain Italian authorities have 


the patient’s state of mind and polit- 
ical point of view, and will be left 
to speculate as to whether the arch- 
acologists may- not have seriously 
misread at first the Egyptian rolls 
in question. 

Professor Robinson's original text 
also undergoes a good many minor 
alterations, together with others of 
a different kind. His first chapter, 
for example, opens with a few para- 
graphs in which the author of “The 
New History” tells briefly how and 
why he long ago became “dissatis- 
fied with what passed for history,” 
and how much more significant the 
story of Western Europe appeared 
when looked at in another way. The 
original sections relating to the 
World War have also been some- 
what, but much too little, over- 
hauled, and chapters havé been added 
‘on Europe since the war and the 
“present trend of human affairs,” 
the first half of the latter being de- 
voted to a disquisition on “the impor- 
tance of being historically minded.” 

Professor Breasted’s volume is de- 
scribed by the publishers as a “bril- 
liant survey of the first social, intel- 
lectual and artistic achievements of 
men” which “must rank with the 
finest historica) writing of our day,” 
and Professor Robinson’s as “ss 
graphic and illuininating narrative 
and a contribution to history of ex- 
traordinary value.” The first of 
these ascriptions is truer than the 
second. No simmary sketch of the 
history of the ancient world at once 
so learned, so well proportioned 
and so well written as Professor 
Breasted’s ‘‘Ancient Times,” had yet 
been produced in texthook ferm by 
an American scholar when that book 
appeared. In a much-used phrase, 
he made the ancient past live again, 
and the popularity of his book as a 
student manual has been a deserved 
tribute to its distinguished qualities. 

“The Ordeal of Civilization” be- 
longs in a somewhat different class. 
The foundation of Professor Robin- 
son’s fame as a textbook writer was 
laid in his “Introduction to the His- 
tory of Western Europe,” a book 
which was little short of a revela- 
tion to most teachers and students 
of the time, of the possibilities of 
ordered and related treatment in the 
fifteen hundred years of European 
history with which it dealt. The 
particular distinction of the book was 
its able and stimulating p-esentation 
of the history of the Roman Church, 
the later Roman Empire of the West, 
and the Protestant revolt, at all of 
which points Professor Robinson 
erected a standard which has ever 
since, to a very large extent af least, 
been followed. 

None of the many textbooks, how- 
ever, which branched later from this 
-vigorous trunk, rivaled, or indeed 
equaled, the standard of historical 
interest oF literary flavor set by the 
famous “Introduction.” Commendable 
as they were in their adaptation to 
the needs of different classes of stu- 
dents, they nevertheless gave the 
impression, as far as Professor Rob- 
inson’s part.in them could be dis-

HE honorary director of the Wil- 
son Observatory at Washington 
has prepared a short epitome of 

the more recent discoveries in as- 
tronomy, three of which are the 
fruit of his personal] investigations in 
Egypt. The stars were primitive 
man’s first object of interest outside 
of the exigent urges of hunger and 
sex. He ordered his life by them; 
reckoned time and season, obtained 
whatever gleams of moral uplift vis- 
ited him through contemplation of 
that mysterious universe. In his 
treatment of ‘‘Astronomy in Egypt,”

Most of the gifts that roll into the 
White House are addressed to the 
President, but some of them come di- 
rect to Mrs. Coolidge, such as a 200- 
pound box of candy prepared by an 
association of candy manufacturers. 
Needless to say, Mrs. Coolidge could 
not begin to eat all of it and one of 
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the children’s hospitals of Washing- 


ton disposed of it to an appreciative 
clientele. 

Some Italian women of Boston 
sent the First Lady a white wool 
dress, a group of Hungarian women 
in Ohio presented a‘ centrepiece, and 
the Camp Fire Girls gave her a cere- 
monial robe bearing the emblems of 
a ship, a pine tree, an iceberg and 
the sun. 

Occasionally the gifts may be very 
valuable, but costly tokens to the 
head of the nation are discouraged 
as they convey a sensé of obligation. 

Na- 
tional Museum in Washington is a

Cinnamon bears and pearis come to 


the White House simply because the 


ruler of a great country resides 
there. In some cases, the motive 
behind the gift is mercenary, such as 
possible advertising for a commodity. 
In other instances the donor wishes 
to secure publicity for some product 
But 
in many other cases the motive of 
direct personal esteem for the man 
or woman dwelling in the Executive 
Mansion elicits gifts which are part 
and parcel of the Christmas spirit, no 


matter in what part of the year they 
come.: ~ 

In Roosevelt's day, the executive 
office was filled with many “big 
sticks,” some with butts as large as 
pumpkins. Asa matter of fact, in- 


numerable canés are received, in- 


cluding a variety with the Presi- 
dent’s likeness carved for a handle. 
Gavels are also favorite gifts. Cool- 
idge received oné made from the 
wood of Abraham Lincoln's Spring- 
field home, and another from a 
cherry tree on the estate where 
George Washington was born. 

One gift for the President nearly 
missed its destination. When Frank 
A. Munsey died in 1925, there was 


found among his effects a sheet of 
White House stationery with the 
mystic figures “7%.” The adminis- 
trator of the estate was puzzled, but 
finally learned that Mr: Coolidge 
wore a hat-of that size.and that Mr. 
Munsey had promised him one of a 
special kind, which | was ultimately 
delivered. 

A ‘number of Americans with an- 
tique furniture have tried to give it to 
the President, spurred on by a Con- 
gressional resolution permitting the 
acceptance of such gifts. Few such 
offers have-been found aceptable, for 
the mansion is also considerably 
clutfered with presentation house- 
hold effects from past generations. 

The President is offered honorary 
degrees from most of the léading col- 
leges .and universities, arid some not 
so leading. These are frequently 
conditioned on his attendance at com- 

mencement exercises. He 
is also, often without his 
consent, made an honorary 
member of more or less 
obscure societiés. . Another 
unique gift is a new name, 
usually bestowed by some 
visiting Indian delegation. 
A group of Sioux Indians 

. gave Mr. Coolidge the ques- 
tionable honor of the name 
of “Bear Ribs,” while the 

Camp Fire Girls have 
named the First -Lady — 
“Aikahyi,” meaning “best 
friend of all.” 

Mr. Coolidge is not much — 
of a sportsman, but this 
did not deter a welterweight 
champion giving him a pair 
of boxing gloves, which he 
advised him to use on Con- 
gress. Of more practical 
benefit is a present which | 
comes to him every Spring 
—one which would make a 
small boy green with envy— 
a season pass to all of the 
professional baseball games 
held in the capital, with 
Walter Johnson as the 
leading attraction. 

Books and pictures, of 
course, come by the score. 
It seems that every book 
written about Abraham 
Lincoin is sent to the Pres- 
ident to read, and when- 
‘ever a writer publishes a 
book in which Mr. Codlidge 
is even casually mentioned 
he is sure to receive a 
copy. 

Christmas is only one of 
the holidays that -bring 
White House remem- 
brances. Last Easter 
President and Mrs. Cool- 
idge received some rare 
turquoige-colored egEes, 
valued at . $100 a dozen, 
laid by Araucana hens, 
queer birds said to be na- 
tives of Chile. On May Day 
children bring flowers to 
Mrs. Coolidge’s front door: 
In 1925 ‘signs were posted 
in the Washington stores 
reminding the public that 
July 4 was the President's 
birthday and saying, “Send 
him a birthday card.” His 
mail was equally heavy. 

While it is possible for 
any mere private citizen 
to give the President a 
gift, the Constitution pro- 
hibits his accepting one 
from a foreign State with- 

out the consent-of Congress. When 
President Wilson visited Europe 
he faced an embarrassing situa- 
tion, for every one wanted to give 
him presents of one kind or another 
—honorary degrees, books, pictures, 
bronze figures. Mr. Wilson was . 
compelled to refer the matter to 
Congress. . 

Another recent President Kaiieeeail 
against State legislation when he 
visited a Western Commonwealth 
where the sale or gift of cigaréttes . 
was prohibited. Unaware of the 
law when he accepted a gift of this 
kind, he was severely criticized for 
his unconscious infraction of the law.

gyroscopic device, developed by the 
Royal Aircraft establishment, can be 
switched on by the pilot, to relieve 
him on a long journey from the task 
of steering his machine. Once he 
has gained his required height, and 
has made an allowance for any lee- 
way caused by winds, he brings this 
automatic control into play and the 
machine steers itself accurately on 
any given course. 

A similar mechanism applies the 
principle of automatic control to the 
ailerons, or movable surfaces .gov- 
erning lateral balance. This enables 
the plane not only to be steered but 
also to be balanced automatically; 
and all that is left for the pilot to 
do is to control his height by means 
of the elevating planes, and to attend 
‘to the running of his engines. 

German Experiments 

This new phase of. automatic con- 
trol is important in view of the far 
larger commercial planes now in 

hand. German experts are busy upon 
, the first stages in the construction 
. of an aerial mammoth to be driven 
by twelve engines and to carry 100 
passengers. With another all-metal 
giant plane, also of. German origin, 
it is proposed to make experiments, 
early this next year, in the operation 
of across-Atlantic service; and in all 
such enormous craft the principle of 
automatic steering and balancing will

gator who will be responsible for the

One hundred and fifty years ago 
this week Benjamin Franklin ar- 
rived in Paris, thereby inaugurating 
Franco-American diplomatic rela- 
tions. Neat Thursday this event will 
be. commemorated at a dinner in 
Paris, at which Ambassador Herrick 
wilt preside, with President Dou- 
mergue and Foreign Minister Briand 
among the guests. 


ENJAMIN. FRANKLIN, 
America’s first Minister Pleni- 
potentiary to France, set. up

The beginning of Franco-American 
diplomatic relations was hardly aus- 
picious. Until Franklin's arrival in 
Paris, Dec. 21, 1776, the American 
agents had been going about their 
business in a hole-in-the-corner way, 
«nd although his own fame had pre-

She hid herself behind 
sheets of rain and refused to come 
out. She absolutely disgraced her- 
self. The luckless King of the Bel-

King Albert 
accepted the bequest and came into

Blooded Cattle 


On one division of the L X Bar is. 
a compiete irrigation system of 
modern type,- where alfalfa hay is 
grown in large quantities for Winter 
feed. On all the-ranches the bottom 
lands are ditched for gravity irriga- 
tion with flood waters. Last Sum- 
mer 2,500 tons of hay were put up on 
these ranches, of which 1,000 tons 
was alfalfa and 1,500 tons was wild 
hay. 

The herd is composed of White 
Faces, like most of the range cattle 
of the West, and it is virtually pure 
ored, having been sired by _pure- 
bred Hereford bulls for more than 
forty years. In service with this 
herd are 120 to 150 pure-bred bulls. 
Twenty new. bulls are- bought each 
vear from some of the best Hereford 
breeding establishmments in this 
country to replace the sires that have 
reached the retirement age.

MAN named Lossing—B. J.

George Washington was not born in 
- ga humble farm cottage, but in-a sub- 
stantial mansion. And an Ap- 
proximate copy of this mansion is to 
he built on the site of the birthplace 
hy the Wakefield National Memorial 
Association, which has acquired and 
now owns seventy acres, a part of 
which ix «a beautiful. wooded -biuff 
overlooking the Potomac, and which 
includes fifty feet surrounding the 
xraves of the Washingtons. 

Thus truth has triumphed. But 
this triumph is the culmination of a 
jong quest. For many years it was 
not known just what ‘sort of house 
it was in which the Father of His 
Country was born. Popular belief 
clung to a notion now proved spur- 
ious, and here we get back to B. J. 
Tossing. The source of all the mis- 
understanding was a drawing by one 
J. G. Chapman, which. Lossing pub- 
lished in his “Field Book of the Rev- 
olution” in 1851. It was a drawing 
made “from memory” some years 
after the cottage was destroyed. The 
picture showed a modest little. dwell- 
ing which, Lossing claimed, was ex- 
actly like the house in which George 
Washington first saw the light of 
day. 

This came to be known as the 
“Lossing-picture cottage,” and read- 
ers of the “Field Book” were assured 
that it very closely appreximated the 
‘house in which America's first Pres- 
dent was born. Its false fame 
spread. A nation is always inter- 
ested in the intimate details of its 
great men’s lives. What is more im- 
portant than the house in which a 
great man was born? Here was a

Away, then, with the Chapman 
irae lovingly sponsored by B. J.

What is conjured instead is a 
“mansion” containing from ten to a 
dozen rooms—the sort of house a 
wealthy Colonial farmer would pro- 
vide for the comfort of himself and 
his family. 

Mr. Hoppin’s findings do not, tiow- 
| ever, rest alone upon a law of “fit- 


ness.” They contain, for one thing, 
an inventory of household goods rep- 
resenting the contents of Wakefield 
House before it was burned in 1780; 
a list so long that, as he observes 
with a smile to the interviewer,—“it 
would fill three columns of your 
newspaper.” Not even the forth- 
coming issue of Tyler's Quarterly 
Historical and Genealogical Magazine 
has space for the ‘entire inventory 
But outstanding items may be indi- 
cated here. According to Colonel 
Augustine Washington Jr.'s inven- 
tory, the house at Wakefield num- 
bered among its equipment nine beds

with their furnishings, eight bed 
carpets, fifty-one chairs, mostly of 
mahogany and black walnut, and 
fourteen tables. 

Mr. Hoppin’s long list is humor- 
ously complete, including a shaving 
outfit, a fiddle, some miscellaneous 
bolts of cloth and a‘silver mounted 
gun. But it is, of course, upon the 
more bulky objects that his argu- 
ment rests. How, he asks, could 
nine beds, fifty-one chairs and four- 
teen tables be comfortably disposed 
in a-four-room cottage, such as that 


‘pictured in the Lossing book and re- 


ligiously accepted by generation after 
generation as being exactly like 
Wakefield? 


.| To this question he replied: 


The Cottage 


It is well to keep the situation clear 
in one’s mind. There actually was 
a Lossing cottage. Like Wakefield, 
too, it burned—as so many of the 
Colonial houses djd—leaving only 
memories. Chapman, the artist, had 
seen. this little house, which stood

Washington's habitat, and had come 
to be known as a replica of the 
house in which Washington was 
born. But that Washington never 
lived in it, Mr. Hoppin is fully pre- 
pared to show.

The earliest English firebacks— 
those made before 1600—display the 
efforts of the iron molder to dec- 
orate the surface as best he could. 
Fleur-de-lys, roses and crests, to- 
gether with cruder designs, were 
placed upon the surface, with little 
regard to symmetry. The rope pat- 
terns often seen in early pieces were 
made by taking an impression in 
the mold of pieces of rope. 

Later the use of coats-of-arms as 
a decoration on the firebacks was in- 
troduced. Of these the most popular 
designs today are those that go back 
to the reign of Charles I. Often the 
date when it was.made was placed 
on the fireback, and sometimes the 
initials, “C. R."—Charles Rex—to- 
gether with the royal coat-of-arms 
are found. Of these latter the lion 
and the unicorn supporting the Eng- 
lish crown are molded in high relief 
and show great virility of drawing 
on the part of the unknown artists. 

The general shape of the fireback

King before.” 

Gallatin remained seven years, un- 
til 1823, when he was succeeded by 
James Brown of Louisiana. When 
Andrew Jackson became President. in 
1829, he appointed W. C. Rives. a 
- Virginian lawyer, to Paris. This Min- 
ister arrived in time to play a very 
important and perhaps decisive part 
in the revolution which placed Louis 
Philippe on -the throne: It is a 
strange story. After the dethrone- 
ment of Charlies X the aged Lafay- 
ette held the key of the situation in 
his hands. Hesitating between a 
monarchy and a republic, he took 
Rives into consultation. How would 
the United States, which it was his 
chief object to propitiate, take the 
former choice? | 

The Popular Rives 

Rives had made up his mind that 
under a limited monarchy France 
stood the best chance of peace and 
internal harmony, and being reas- 
sured that this view would prevail 
in America. Lafayette risked the 
anger.of Cavaignac and. the oe 
licans. 

It is a curious thing that twenty 
years iater, when the monarchy 80 
established had been overturned, ‘the 
Whig President, Zachary. Taylor, 
sent Rives again to Paris as Min- 
ister, and he was there and on con- 
fidential terms with Louis Napoleon 
when the famous coup d’état took 
place and the Second Empire was 
established. 

His successor, John y. “Mason, was | 
not equally popular at court, and) 
was, indeed said to have given of- 
fense to the Empress Eugénie by 
passing his hand over her beautiful 
shoulders at a Tuileries bail. It was 
probably the merest accident, but the 
gossips and caricaturists made the 
most of it, and the legend of Mason's 
indiscretion still persists. Mason died 
at his post in 1859. 

The new Minister, W. L. Dayton, 
had a laborious and anxious time in 
Paris all through the American Civil 
War. Exasperated by spies and Con- 
federate agents and by Napoleon III's 
Mexican schemes, his health suf- 
fered and he, too, died at his post, 
leaving his chargé d'affaires, John 
- Bigelow (subsequentiy Minister), to 
continue the work of the legation. 
Bigelow had formerly been Consul 
General at Paris; after Lincoln’s 
death he became at loggerheads with 
Secretary Seward and resigned. Gen- 
eral John A. Dix, who followed him 
at the legation, proved a great suc- 
cess in Paris. Educated at Mon- 
treal, he spoke French fluently. He 
had been Secretary of the Treasury 
and fil!ed numerous difficult and -re- 
sponsible. positions at home. “But 
few American Ministers in France,” 
afterward wrote his successor, Wash- 
burne, “ever made a better impres- 
sion than General Dix.” And among 
those few was Elihu B. Washburne 
himself. 

When Washburne arrived the Sec- 
ond Empire was tottering; yet there 
was no lack of outward splendor and 
zavety. To the American colony in 
Parie, now larger than that of any 
other country. ‘presentation at court 
was a much sought-after privilege, 
- and at his first presentation Wash- 


— 


burne broke all records by leading 


forward twenty-eight of his com- 
patriots. Although the ladies were 
scarcely known to him, he anh- 
nounced their names to the Emperor 
and Empress with such assurance 
that Eugénie could not refrain from 
expressing her surprise. 

“How is it possible, 


Mr. Wash- 


burne, that you could remember all 
those names?” : 

“Nine Congressional campaigns, 
your Majesty,” replied the veteran 
politician from Illinois. 

Washburne’s first’ official duty 
was to attempt to negotiate a postal 
and telegraph treaty, upon which he 
actually labored virtually during the 
whole of his stay in France, but 
without success. This led him to 








remark that ‘“‘there is no nation in 
the world more difficult to make 
treaties with than France. The 
questions arising, whenever a pro- 
posal for a treaty is, made, are 
studied by the ablest men in the 
country, who are generally unwill- 
ing to negotiate treaties unless they 
ean secure some decided advantage."’

during the siege, took charge, at the 
King of Prussia’s request, of the 


German Embassy. When the French 
Empire fell and a republic was pro- 


-claimed by Gambetta, America was 


the first nation to recognize it and 
shouts of “Vive l'Amerique!” rang 
out from -tousands of French throats 








in the Paris streets. To a delegation 
which called at the legation the 
Minister felicitated France, “our 
ancient ally, on the accomplishment 
of that peaceful and bioodless revo- 
lution, which must challenge the 
profound interest of all lovers.of lib- 
erty throughout the yworld.’’ 
i'nfortunately, it was not destined

, Inalienably a sound of the night. 


So busy is the night life of the 
produce quarter that traffic cops 
must be on hand to straighten out 
congestion in the wee sma’ hours. 
The consignees enter at 3 A. M. to 
take charge of wares that already 
have kept the piers swarming with 
workers for many hours. .At 3:30 a 
gong is struck and a mob rushes in; 
it is like the second show crowd at 
the movies. Wholesalers, jobbers, 
commission merchants and the rest 
then bargain in jones soaring into 
argument or bid against each other. 
All the while the street outside echoes 
with the rumble of trucks hauling 
purchases off. Markets are agog 
with farmers from perhaps 150 miles 
away, with green grocers and prod- 
uce men, picking and bargaining 
in- preparation for the picking and 
bargaining to be done by the house- 
wife on the motrow. 

The lights in most of the New 
York buildings far downtown blink 
out when the evening is still young. 
But here and there the gleam that 
marks the elevator may be seen 
shooting up and down, and some- 
where aloft is evidenced the burning 
of midnight oil. The offices of one 
of the leading lawyers in New York 
commonly keep going at least a part 
of the night, in the busy legal sea- 
son. New York even puts the finan- 
éial district to work at night. No 
longer may aspersions be cast on 
“bankers’ hours.” They now cover 
up to twenty-four a day. Within the

works all night, and other big New, 


York banks have night staffs on duty 
to sort checks and make up mails, 
that time and interest money may he 
saved. 


In the dark, narrow gorge of Cedar 
Street is one bright spot where at 
intervals the crowd coming and 
going might. suggest a new sort of 
night club. It is the New York 
Clearing House. The day’s work is 
over by 5 o'clock; then the ‘night 
personnel arrives. Until 10 o’clock 
a more or less steady line of bank 
messengers stream past the long 
rows of desks at which sit clerks re- 
ceiving checks to be cleared. After 
10 o’clock a lull may be noticed in 
the street outside. But with mid- 
night messengers begin coming 
again to collect the checks due their 
banks:- 


It is 3 o'clock in the evan be- 
fore the Clearing House calls it a 
day. By that time more than ‘half 
its exchanges are ready for posting 
when the bookkeepers arrive. The 
night service instituted a few 
months ago to uce the peak ijoad 
at the morning exchange, when the 
Clearing House makes its‘ daily 
settlement. Some years ago the Stock 
Exchange discovered thatthe day did 
not have enough hours for its work, 
and its night clearing branch - has 
been operating ever since. 

Perhaps New York eventually will 
recognize no difference between 
night and day. By the year 2000 
there may be a day population and 
a night popwuiation, with an in-be- 
tween population for the third shift. 
This would be one way for New York 
to accommodate more workers in a 
given working. space. 

There -is always the obstacie of 
finding people who are willing to 
work at night. Any office that of- 


fers a choice between night and day | 


jobs knows how difficult it is‘to re- 
cruit the night force. Why do people 





wish to be free at night? To some 
extent because they prefer to play in 
the radiance of white lights, but 
mestiy because night is considered 
the best time for sleeping. Scien- 
tists, however, have already ‘begun 
to toy with the idea that perhaps 
the time will come when, by artificial 
assistance, men will -not have to 
sicep much, if at all When that 
epoch arriyes the cholce shift will be 
from midnight on. Every day will 
be a picnic Sunday, with airplanes 
whizzing one off to southern beaches 
and other open spaces. There would 
be a rush for the night jobs. The 
problem then would be to keep New 
York’s twenty-four-hour day from 
dwindling, at the call of sleepless 
pleasure, into an eight-hour night.

LEISURELY MAIL YIELDS 
FRENCH WAR LETTER 


E delivery of a letter that has 

been nearly seven years in mak-~ 

ing its way from Sing Sing to 
Brooklyn aroused interest the other 
day. But this record is surpassed by 
that of a letter which was eleven 
years in course of passage from Tou- 
lon to Paris. 

On April 22, 1915;4 man.in Toulon 
mailed a letter to a friend in Paris. 
The war was on and lost letters were 
rather common. . Receiving no reply, 
the writer assumed that his letter 
had been lost in the mails. Such, 
however, was not the case. It had 
merely gone astray. 


A short time ago the Paris friend 
reeeived it, and was not a little sur- 


‘prised to find his friend at Toulon 


asking him what he thought about 
the war situation. He was about to 
write, asking wrat he meant by the 
question so long after the event, when 


his eye rested upon a penciled post- 
| office memorandum on the envelope. 


Posted eleven years before, the letter 
had been delayed in delivery “by an 
accident.” 


‘civilian, ever before played in the 
French ‘capital. His. relations with 
Bismarck were so cordial as to ex- 
cite the astonishment of Lord Lyons, 
the British Ambassador, 

“How did you manage to get round 
him?” he asked. 

“Why, when I heard that he and 
his. army were approaching Paris.” 
replied Washburne, “I sent him a 
box of real Havana cigars and he 
never forgot it.” 

“Among other privileges. the Amer- 
ican Minister was the only one in 
Paris who was allowed to. receive 
the English newspapers, on condi- 
tion that he would not divulge their 
contents. When the situation _be-. 
‘came intolerable French journalists 
besieged the legation, hut Wash- 
burne was adamant. Journals like 
Figaro heaped him with re- 
proaches. “We gave you Lafayette 
and Rochambeau; in réturn for 
which we only ask for one copy of 
The London Times.” Washburne re- 
cords this with amusement, but it 


‘}was doubtless tragic enough at the 


time, and so far did he come to feel 
it that he wrote Bismarck refusing 
to receive any more newspapers; “T 
cannot be the only man in Paris 
who knows what is going on in the 
outside world.” 

“Such omniacience” he told a 
friend, “belongs to a God, not to a 
simple republican citizen. Waenever 
I step out of the legation a million 
Pairs of eyes follow my every move- 
ment and try to pierce my thoughts.” 


Washburne’s Successors 


During the Commune Washburne, 
though unable to save the life of the 
aged Archbishop of Paris, succeeded 
in saving the lives and property of 
others. Persona grata to the Third 
Republic, he remained at his post 
unti} the Fall of 1877. His immediate 
successors were Edward F. Noyes of 
Ohio, Levi P, Morton of New York, 
Robert M. McLane of Maryland and 
Whitelaw Reid. Thomas Jefferson 
Coolidge served for a single year. 

At the outset of the second Cleve- 
land Administration the long-deferred 
elevation of the Paris post to the 
rank of embassy took place, and 
James B. Eustis, a Louisianian, be- 
came the first Ambassador. When 
President McKinley came into power 
he named an Ambassador whose 
memory is still held in affection. 





General Hcrace Porter served. eight 
full years. When he resigned, in 
190, President Roosevelt appointed 
Robert S. McCormick to the em- 
bassy, who only two years later made 
way for one of the few American 
professional diplomats whose ambi-- 
tion had long been to crown - his 
-}many ycars of service in London and 
elsewhere by being American Ambas- 
sador in Paris—Henry White.- 

At the beginning of 1910 the iate 
Robert Bacon succeeded Mr. White, 
remaining only two years. He was 
followed by Mr. Herrick, who was

dent Wilson, remained on until 
November, 1914. His successor, Wil- 
liam T. Sharp of Ohio, who witt al- 
ways be famous in France as Amefi- 
ca’s representative during the war

British Sailors Have 
Lonnon. 
AS OTHER of its intermittent re- 
minders that “thousands of 
pounds” of naval prize money 
are waiting for missing seamen —to 
turn up and claim their shares has 
just been sent out by the marine de- 
partment of the -Board of Trade, 
which is the father and mother of 
the British mercantile marine. How 
many thousands. of pounds are still 
unclaimed and how many missing 
seamen are entitled to file claims the 
Board of Trade refuses to say. Per- 
haps it does not know itself, for its | 
sole interest in the matter is. to per- 
suade missing claimants to turn up‘ 
and take away their money. One 
by one they do turn up, but even 
now, eight years after the war 
ended, it is necessary to circularize 
British consulates at 
throughout the world begging Brit- 
ish seamen to ask for the money 


The national Sailors’ and Firemen’s 
Union is helping in the search to 
locate these “dead” men of the sea; 
and there are no seamen’s organiza- 
tions anywhere with a wider reach 
than the Board of Trade and the 
Sailors’ and Firemen’s Union. The 
men for whom they are searching 
were mostly members of the Royal 
Naval Reserve during the war, serv- 
ing in. small craft and converted 
merchantmen. The record of each 
man is complete down to demobiliza- 
tion. Some held officers’ commissions 
in the reserve; some were warrant 
officers; most of them were seamen 
—a few were boy ratings. What has 
happened to them? 

Hundreds of seamen disappear 
every year, some never to be heard 
of again; some to turn up sooner or: 
later’with no explanation of their ab- 
sence, either asked or offered. The 
world is wide and shore life is varied.. 
Almost any British seaman has little 
vacaneies somewhere in his Board 
of Trade discharge certificate. Some-

At Daly's Theatre, beginning with 
the new century, he was the means 
of. prexenting to the American pub- 
lic a series of English musical com- 
edies which middle-aged playgoers 
still remember for their cheerfulness 
and charm.

cows and calves and all thin and weak 
“stuff” are confined in the bottom 
meadows and fed hay every day. 
There‘ also is a hospital bunch that 
is fed grain in addition to hay. At 
the sa;me time the strong dry “stuff.” 
steers and dry cows, are confined in 
goci hill pastures where there is 
available protection from _ storms. 
These hill pastures may he many 
thonsands of acres in extent, ap- 

proximating something of the old 
range conditions, but they are all 
fenced. 

Every few dase in Winter the rid- 
er3 go through these pastures to se- 
lect from the herd such cattle as need 


‘better care and attention, and re- 


move them to the feeding grounds 
below. In hard seasons, with deep 
snow and crust, even the strong, dry 
“stuff” in hill pastures is fed hay. 
There is constant handling during 
the eold months, with the one object 
of saving the cattle rather than leav- 
ing them unattended tr die. 

Spring brings the branding time as 
of yore; but the 6ld Spring roeund- 
up, covering hundreds of miles of 
the open range, is a thing of the 
romantic past. The cows and calves 
in the lower meadows are turned out 
into other pastures, and any néw 
calves that are large enough are 


-branded before they are turned out. 


Later there is a small round-up to 
brand the late calves. _ 

Dehorning, vaccinating for biack- 
leg, dipping for lice and scab, mov- 
ing the cattle about for one purpose 
or another, take up the time of the 








Spring and early Summer. Always, 
too, there is horse breaking and 
fence repairing. Then comes haying 
time, one of the busiest and most 
important times in the annual cycle 
of the modern ranch. 

In the Fall comes the big beef 
round-up, with something of the old- 
‘time spirit in it; but the cattle are 
under better control because of the 
fenced range. With Fall branding, 
dipping and vaccination done, and 
with fence repairing that never .ends, 
the annual cycie_is brought around 
to the Winter stage again. 

The proof of Senator Kendrick’s 
faith in the cattle industry, as a 
remunerative business and a builder 
of character, is-his anxiety to have 
his son , follow the trail that he has 
made.

The State of Pennsylvania in the 
year 1924 registered 1,850,000 votes 
for Coolidge, Davis, La Follette, et 
al., while approximately 2,500,000 of 
its citizens who could have voted 
failed to. In other. words, for every 
100. citizens in - Pennsylvania who 
voted there were 133 who stayed at 
home. Evidently there was not much 
demand for ‘‘watchers’’ at $6 per 
that year. The same tendency is 
- noticeable this year. The seven prin- 
cipal cities of Ohio registered 250,- 
000 fewer voters than two years 


ago, although population has sete 


creased. 

Failure to vote might not consti- 
tute a serious menace were it not 
that citizens who should be best in- 
formed to vote intelligently, and best 
circumstanced-to vote unselfishly, are 
the very ones who abstain from vot- 
ing. The gang wards in any large 
city always cast the highest .percen- 
tage of votes. It is in the sections 
where the middie class and wealthy 
live that votes are scarcést. In Phil- 
adeiphia several years ago an inves- 
.tigation disclosed that on a high- 
class residential street only 26. per 
cent. of the people had voted, while 
in a slum district 71 per cent. of the 
possible vote had been cast—and vir- 
tually all for a ‘“‘slate.’’ for one set 
of candidates. Bad weather keeps the 
86-called intelligent citizen away from 
the polis; but has no noticeable ef- 
fect on voters inthe bhoas-ridden 
wards of our larger cities. 


Compulsion’s Record 


Wherever a plan: of compulsory 
voting has been tried it has brought 
gratifying increases in the number 
of citizens participating in elec- 
tions. Beigium, as far back as 1893, 
imposed fines for failure to vote, 
with very satisfactory results in in- 
creasing the number of ballots cast. 
Some. of the Swids cantons (equiva- 
lent to our States) have similar laws. 
In these cantons an average 78 per 
cent. of the possible maximum vote 
is cast, compared with only 49 per 
eent. in other cantons not - having 
such laws. 

Australia has a stringent compul- 
sory-voting law, imposing fines of 
from $2.50 to $10 for failure of the 
qualified citizen either to vote in an 
election or in a referendum, or to 
keep his name on the registration 
list. He must constantly keep. the 
election officials notified of his place 
of residence. if he moves about. . 

in one sub-division of Australia. 
(Queensiand) the law increased the 
vote.from 52 to 82 per cent. At the 
1925. general election in Australia 
there were 3,015,000 votes cast out 
of a possible 3,200,000. In the six 
States of the Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia the vote was from 88.7 per 
cent. to 92.9 per cent. of the possi- 
‘ble total, or an average of 91 per 
cent. While in 1922, before the law 
went into effect, only- 57.9 per cent. 
of those entitled to vote actually did.

Among such 
facts are the. following,’ which would 
geem to have some significance both 
for education . and. the. movies. So 
strong -is . the attraction exerted by 
putlic movies it an overwhelming 
‘majority of the more than twenty-five 
millions of children and youth in our 
educational institutions seek the movie 
theatres uently and more or less 
regularly ; ; particularly is this true of 
those living in cities, where a wide 
range of movie attractions is offered. 

With extremely few exceptions, the 
pictures shown in movie theatres were 
neither planned nor worked out in de- 
tail’for the purpose primarily of edu- 
cating those who ight view.-them. 
. While no little educational value is 
claimed, and probably justly, for some 
films, it can hardly be maintained that 
- educational values were the dominant 
consideration in the production and 
exhibition of the films. Every one will 
concede. great educational values to a 
Much used railroad; but no one would 
think of giving such. values. as the 
dominant purpose of constructing and 
operating the railroad. With rare’ ex- 
ceptions, picture films shown in movie 
theatres are produced for the purpose 
of attracting as many people as pos- 
gible. Quite as much as any railroad, 
the entire movie business is over- 
whelmingly a commercial, not an edu- 
cational enterprise. The measure of 
its. success is counted exactly in ‘the 
ticket office. 

And the movie business has been s0 
@uccessful it is not to be wondered 
at that teachers have. become greatly 
interested from the educational stand- 
point. What is it, they are asking, 
interests children in the 
movies? What are the educational in- 
fluences of. the movies shown in the 
public theatres? What educational 
possibilities do the movies offer? No 
thoughtful teacher or. educational di- 
rector can avoid giving most serious 
consideration to these questions, that 
are undoubtedly of fundamental im- 
portance from the purely educational 
standpoint. 


Films Already in Schools. 


But teachers and school directors in 
the most progressive schools and 
school systems are doing more than 
to ask these questions. Without: wait- 
ing for. generally satisfactory answers, 
they are equipping buildings with 
moving-picture -machines and are de- 
voting considerable time, in - some 
cases regularly, more often intermit- 
tently,:to the:showing of: films; In 
gzome cases it is' Sought’ to make the 
films’an: integral part’ of ‘classroom 
work; more often, they are treated as 
incidental and supplementary; -to be 
classed with a multitude of so-called 
‘ extra-curricular activities. 

If -the fundamental  educationa: 
questions concerning films could be 
@nswered conclusively. before any ac- 


tion were taken, then obviously teach- | 


@rs and school directors would know 
-@xactly how to proceed, if they were 
to proceed at all. But there seems co 
be*no hope whatever of answerinz 
these questions except through at 
tempts to use films for educational 
purposes. -When answers to these 
questions, at 
gound, are secured, as they surelv 
will be, it will undoubtedly be foun‘! 
that many mistakes have been made. 
But mistakes, it would seem, are the 
unavoidable price that must be paiJ 
for bringing: films under educational 
control, either positive or negative. 

It would seem practicable, however, 
to minimize inevitable mistakes, at 
least to the extent of preventing the 
repetition -over: and over, perhaps 
hundreds and thousands of times, of 
mistakes that have been clearly dem- 
onstrated and recognized to be. mis- 
takes. Moreover, it would seem to be 
equally practicable to facilitate and 
promote sound procedure by making 
available to all interested such posi- 
tive measures as experience and ex- 
perimentation may demonstrate to be 
valid. 

Need of Critical Study. 


Every school that makes thoughtful 
effort to use films for their educa- 
tional values, and the number of such 
echools is already large and rapidly 
increasing, is pursuing a course that 
may contribute something to the so- 
lution .of the fundamental questions 
that the subject raises. But few 
schools, and few teachers and direc- 
tors, are in,a position to give to the 
subject the prolonged, critical and :ex- 
perimental study through which alone 
it ‘is reasonable to expect very much 
sound progress in realizing for..educa- 
tion the undoubted potentialities of 
the.film. Nearly three years ago Yale 
University, through. its graduate De- 
partment of Education, began such 
studies and is still carrying them on 
At the same time those in charge of 
these studies. are seeking fo render 
such. service as they can ‘by actinz 
as a kind of clearing house for the 
experiences of many ‘who are tryine 
out the educational possibilities of 
films. 

Even several years before, beginning | 
experimental studies of the use of 
films, those interested at Yale Univer- 
sity* became eonvinwea that precedent 
to any adequate testing of the educa- 
tional possibilities of films, there must 
be films available that were con- 
ceived and carried out in every: detail 
under the guidance of definite educa 
tional purposes and’ ideals. ..It seems 
almost obvious that films @ pri- 
marily to appeal ‘to the largest num. 
fer, with little or no regard for edu- 
tational values, must at best be seri. 
ously lacking as educational ‘nstru- 
ments, an’ at worst may be positively 
harmful. ‘Experience with films abun-

films. in the field of American history. 
To date, fifteen three-reel and. four- 
reel photoplays. have’ been - produced; 
eighteen more are in preparation. 
This ‘series of thirty-three pictures, 
known as “The Chronicles: of America 
Photoplays,” covers outstanding fea- 
tures of the.growth of the . United 
States from the discovery. by Célum- 
bus to the end of the Civil’ War. In 
the making of these photoplays. his- 
torians, educators and *film ‘experts 
have cooperated for the purpose of 
producing. films of. the highest educa 
tional value. i 

Extensive and intensive studies in 
the use of these historical-educational 
films are being carried ‘on now in the 
third year for the’ purpose. of :deter- 
mining. the. most effective® precedure. 
Comparative results ‘of the-'use of 


{ films, textbooks, slides, pictures and 


maps are being carefully . tabulated 
preparatory to sciéntific study. This 
study has. not yet proceeded far 
enough to warrant a comprehensive 
report. Enough evidence, - however, 
has alread’ been gathered to indicate 
that it is posgible to eliminate the 
harmful effects of the motion picture 
house attitude of passivity and intel- 
lectual torpor; to conserve the best 
emotional responses which accompany 
the showing of a movie, and to make 
the motion picture an intellectual 
challenge and a powerful motivation 
for work of the most vis Sib char- 
acter. 

_ Impressigps Gained by Students. 

Iliustretions might be multiplied of 
the power of these educational ‘films 
to stimulate the organization of facts;

“Gorilla Hunt” “the Only Really Worthy 
. Presentation, Others Are Trivial -

RE was a decided slump last 
‘week in the merit of the new 
pictorial offerings, which, with 
the exception of Ben Burbridge’s 
“Gorilla Hunt,” an absorbing big game 
Hinting film, were of the type known 
@s audience pictures. 

The trivial affair presented at the 
Mark Strand was called “The Girl 
From Coney Island” or “Just Another 
Blonde.” Its story caused one to won- 
der why it was ever chosen fof the 
screen, for it moved along in a lethar- 
gic fashion, relying chiefly on Alfred 
Santell’s direction to make the most 
of some of its incidents, It was to 
have been released as “The Charleston 
Kid,” but apparently the producers 
' thought that there woyld be a stronger 
appeal in “The -Girl From Coney 
Islané” or “Just Another Blonde.” 
The latter title will in-all -probability 
be used in the smaller communities. 

In this feature there is a character 
mhamed Scotty, who has to make sac- 
rifices.

| PRESENT' PRODUCTION COST CONTRA STED WITH LOW FIGURES OF THE PAST 











AVING recently finished a pro- 
duction which he. estimates 
cost him about $900,000 and 
being at present engaged in 

preparing for a new one, Samuel Gold- 
wyn, one of the pioneers of the indus- 
try, is eminently qualified to talk on 
the financial outlay of the past and 
present in making shadow entertain- 
ments. 

He: was discovered the other day in 


a room of his suite in the Ambassador: 


Hotel, perusing a script for his forth- 
coming venture, “King © Harlequin,” 
based on a play by Rudolph’ Lothar. 
He chanced to mention, as he put 
down the manuscript on the sofa, that 
the first scenario on this gubject was 
written five months ago. He explained 
that Henry King, the director, and he 
had read that first script, and that 
they had forthwith decided that it 
would -have to be re-written. Mr. 
Goldwyn, Mr. King and the scenario 
writer therefore spent several hours 2 
day for about a month on the story 
and still they did not have what they 
wanted. : 

“We are nov. on the fourth script,” 
said Mr. Goldwyn, “and we are :still 
working on it. We found that the in- 
terest, in the first place, was not sus- 
tained and that although the’ story 
started off in a fine fashion it . did 
not keep up the pace. Then there 
were “too many characters and not 
enough comedy.” 


Pictures of the Past. 


“Contrast this with the first picture 
in which I was interested,”. said Mr. 
Goldwyn. “That old production was 
the film version of “The Squaw Man.’ 
Cecil B. De Mille left New York City 
with Dustin Farnum, the star, and 
Oscar Apfel, the director, and three 
months later, besides having a studio 
started, ‘they had a picture produced 
and delivered here. They. met. with all 
sorts of delays due to inexperience, but 
when the film was finished they felt 


that they had a masterpiece. The 


adaptation of the play and the. pho- 
tography had taken about six weeks. 

“Immediately that. production was 
finished it was decided to take mdre 
‘| pictures. It was easy enough to- get 
vehicles in those days, 80 we went

out and bought six or eight storiese 
Among this batch were ‘Brewster's 
Millions,” ‘The Master Mind’ and ‘The 
Man on the Box.’ On top of that we 
made a deal with David Belasco, ob- 
taining from him the film rights to 
‘The Girl of the Golden. West,’ ‘Sweet 
Kitty Bellaire,’ “The Rose of | the 
Rancho’ and 
Gods.’ | 

“It was a virgin field then and 
therefore virtually all plays were 
available for pictures. Incidentally; 
before Jesse Lasky and I’ décided to 
produce pictures, -Mrs. H. C. De Mille, 
mother of Cecil and’ William, then a 
play-broker, had the offer of the 
screen rights to twelve plays at $750 
each. Cecil De Mille wondered why 
anybody would want to buy old’ plays. 
Two of these efforts were ‘The Fatal 
Wedding’ and/‘Seven Days.’ Some of 
these very plays have since been sold 
for $50,000 and $75,000. I believe that 
I am rirht in saying that in the last 
fifteen years more stage plays have 
been ysed up by the screen than have: 
been produced in 100 years. 


Geraldine Farrar’s Films. 


“It. was only a few years ago that 
we thought we were, bold when we 


agreed to pay Geraldine Farrar $20,- 


Q09 to appear in three pictures. One 


of the considerations in the contract |] 


was. that Miss Farrar was ‘to have a 
private car from New York to Los 
Angeles.

in ten weeks she was back in New

At the time they, 
were considered excellent. pictures. 
‘Carmen’ .cost us, everything included, 
$20,000; ‘Maria Rosa,’ $15,000, and 
‘Temptation,’ $18,000.

‘BIG TREES ATTAIN GREAT AGE 





One: as California Redwood Is Believed. to Be 
‘About Four Thousand Years Old 


ROBABLY. the most distinguished 
P living tree in ‘all the world, and 
the’ best known, is the General 
Sherman Sequoia, or Big Tree, in the 
Sequoia National Park of California. 
This specimen of one of the longest- 
lived t¥eé families known’is nearly 
' thirty-seven feet in diameter, and its 
mighty sliaft towers close to 800 feet 
in the air. While its exact age will 
never be known positively, until the 
tree is felled, forestry experts have 
s ned the monarch to be approxi- 
mately 4,000 years old, — : 
The Big Trees attain. enormous size 
and great age, and are without ques- 
tion sthe most magnificent specimens 
of the vegetable kingdom in North 
America. A cross-section of the butt 
of.a.Big Tree is in the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History. This tree 
had a basal circumference of ninety 
feet and a height of 350 feet. Its age 
‘was found to be 1,341 years. Lum- 
bermen have estimated that the bole, 
contained 400,000 board feet of Jumber.. 
In addition to the sequoias, several 
other. families have yenerable mem- 
hers. e yews of Europe, the locust 
of Brazil ‘and-the.cypress trees 

of. Mexico, while perhaps less. well 
known than are the sequoias of Cali- 
fornia, attain age equally great.. The 
Big Cypress of. Tule in. the State of

E gift adviser in the person of a 

persuasive young woman of ideas 

has a cozy little office of her own 
in one of the Fifth Avenue department 
‘stores. Shoppers at their wits’ end 
for original’ suggestions come’ here to 
confer over a businesslike desk. 


Some people found their way to her 
in time to present their entire Christ- 
mas lists and-thus with expert aid got 
their shopping. over with minimum ex- 
penditure of worry. — 


Men were principally in mind when 
the ‘bureau: was opened—busy men 
with no time to look’ around, men 
with no gift ideas of their own, lonely 
men.with no one to whom to pass 
the shopping burden—and men-~ soon 
found their aay to it.

-.The report of ‘the Bureau of Voca- 
tional Information,. which' was made | 
by Virginia MacMakin Collier, is es- 
pecially pertinent, not only for its con- 
troversial ideas and its almost revo- 
lutionary conclusion, but also because 
it presents certain elusive facts. It 
gives a faithful .and vivid, picture of

In the course of this study Mrs. 
Collier interviewed each of the hun-. 
dred women—saw her home, talked 
with her husband, in many cases’ with 
her children. She chose them. ‘at 
qualified random from New York, Bos- 
ton and near-by college towns. . She 
picked the professional group. rather 
than any other class because persons 
of the type “probably represent. the 
advance guard in any attempt to cope 
~with.woman’s present-day problems.” 
Also’ she wanted to keep the cases as 
nearly homogenéous as possible and 
therefore insisted that women be Be- 
lected who were receiving pay'for their. 
work. Three-quarters of them had 
professional training and experience 
behind them when. they married. No

—it presents a violent contrast to the 
state of affairs in the homes of mar- 
ried women who work ‘in industry, 
About the time Mrs. Colliér was visit- 
‘ing her teachers and artists ‘and ed- 
‘itors' the Women’s Bureau of the 
United States Department of Labor, 
under Mary Anderson, -was making a 
detailed study of the family status of 
bread-winning women in four selected 
cities— Jacksonville, Fila.;. Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa.; Butte, Mont., and Passaic, 
Ne ade 

The material for the study was 
drawn from the 1920 census report. 
except in the case of Passaic, where 
the bureau’ made a special study. 
Nearly. 40,000 women were ‘‘gainfully 
employed” in those four cities, and of 
that number 11,060 were ‘married and 
had children. 

There is a. marked difference of at- 
titude between the: Bureau of Voca- 
tional Information and the Women’s 
Bureau. over the fact of women car- 
rying the. double burden of family 
and job. Where the former sees hap- 
pier families the latter sees over- 
worked women, neglected children; 
and it warns: “There is something 
radically wrong with the economic ssit- 
uation in the country when s0 many 
mothers with a husband living in the 
family circle, presumably as chief sup- 
porter, are undoubtedly. forced to en- 
gage in gainful labor.” 

The Economic Deficit. 
The Women’s Bureau takes the tradi- 


tional stand that “the welfare of home 


and family life is a woman-sized job 
in itself” and regards it as a fact of 
common knowledge that “any diver- 
sion of the function of the home to 
bread-winning purposes (such as tak- 
ing ‘in lodgers) impinges upon its effi- 
ciency as a place of relaxation and of 
nurture of family life.” 

«ft is obviously,” ‘this bureau as- 
serts, “that many of the problems con- 
nected with bread-winning wives and 
mothers would be dissipated if the 
husbands and fathers were to receive 
a wage adequate for the family needs.” 

The.study o careers, homes . and 
home-makers has made its way into 
two of the women’s eolleges, Vassar 
established a course in éuthenics two 
years ago, and after its flourishing 
existence this year as an\ intensive 
Summer institute, it is now housed in 
a new building of its own. Its key- 
note is the application of scientific 
knowledge and methods to home-mak- 
ing. It studies ways and means of 
making life a fuller, rounder thing, 
richer for the individual and more 
valuable to society. 

Smith. College has approached the 
matter from a different viewpoint. 
Under the leadership of Dr. Ethel 
Puffer Howes it established the Insti- 
tute for the. Coordination of Women’s 
Interests.. It bases its work on the 
results of wide-flung questionnaires | 
and long preliminary. study, and it is 


still carrying on researcH into the 
possibility and the advisability of try-

Hague, at the invitation of the Coun- 
«cil of the League of Nations, to assist 
| in the drawing up of the plans for 
. the Permanent Court of International 
provided for in the Covenant 
ef the League. | 

Statesmen, such as Mr. Root, real- 
feed years ago that if nations. were 
Mot to resort to war settle their 
disputes, a system must be established 
to settle economic and political con- 
troversies by resort to reason and ne- 
gotiation and to settle judicial ques- 
tions by resort to a court of law. 

A system for international coopera- 
tion has been established by the 
League of Nations which can deal 
with. all controversies except: those of 
a justiciable character. While the 
World Court is in a sense an indi- 
vidual body, it is part of the peace 
machinery required in a world to be 
©@rganized for peace. The World 
Court cannot substitute the functions 
of the League, but it is one of thé in- 
atrumentalities used by thé Leagué in 
the settiement of disputes when ju- 
dicial decisions may be rendered. 

Harding Urges’ Membership. 

Some. time after the Republican 


Party came into power the proposal to 
join the Court was_submitted to Con- 


-, gress for its consideration, and from 


then until now it has been the sub- 
gect of acrimonious debate. A suc- 


-eession of official pronouncements have 


dealt with the subject. On Oct. 30, 
1922, Secretary Hughes said that he 
believed that ‘‘suitable arrangements 
can be made for the participation -by 
this Government’’ in the work of the

had begun to envelop the issue.

In. the orginal draft of the Court 
which he helped to prepare that fea- 
ture. had been stressed, and subse- 
quently modified by the Council. Mr. 
Roet’s view was clearly shown in his 
letter to Will Hays in 1920, when he 
said that ‘‘an agreement to arbitrate 
when parties choose to arbitrate is no 
agreement at all.’’ Obviously his posi- 
tion and that of the Administration are 
diametrically opposed there, and that 
is one of the chief reasons why the 
expected forthcoming txpression of his 
views is awaited, with interest.

HE. whole world is today con- 
fronted by the simple questions, 
fundamental to organized s0- 
‘ ciety, namely, What shall be 
meant by a legal marriage and under 
what conditions, civil and religious, 
ghall marriage be dissoluble or nulli- 
fied? These: questions have been 
forced to the front by four circum- 
stances, all of them startling in their 
significance: 

1. The latest returns of the cen- 
gus, which:show that in the United | 
States’ the increase in the number 
of divorces has actually overtaken 


and surpassed the normal increase 
in the number of marriages sol-

3. The cabled statements from

and at any time canceled. 

4. The legislation in Turkey 
which purports to abolish polygamy 
and restrict the husband to one 
wife according -to law—an approxi- 
mation to Christian practice which, - 
however, does not preclude easy 
“divorce or secondary unions where 
the financial circumstances of the 
husband permit. 

Problem in This Country. ' 

For the United States the problem 
is most easily visualized by figures. 
In 1900 the number of divorces 
granted was 56,371. In 1925 the num- 
ber was 175,491. The increase over 
twenty-five years was 119,120. The 
4ncrease has been continuous and it 
still continues. In 1924 the number 
ef divorces was 170,952, In twelve 
months it grew by 4,543. 

‘During that twelve months the 


mumber of marriages increased from, 


1,178,318 to 1 ,181,838—an addition of 
8,520 to the annual figure. For this 
twelve months; then, the increase in 
the number of divorces exceeded the 
fncrease in the number of marriages 
by 1,023. 

The rate of divorce is usually com- 
puted at so many of such actions in 
the courts per thousand of popula- 
tion. In the United States the rate for 
the year 1 was 1.36. In 1920 it 
was 1.52, an increase of .16, or 11.7 
per cent. It means the difference be- 
tween 148,554 divorces in 1922 and’ 
175,495 divorces in 1925, an_increase 
of 26,941 in the annual figures dur- 
ine three years. 

In 1910 the census gave 341,000 
Persons divorced. By the year 1920 
this number had been increased to 
508,588. Today it is, let us say, 


700,000. 
-These figures obviously understate 


the actual fact. They depend on the 
form filled in by the person himself 
and do not include persons who, after 
divorce, have remarried.: 
Those/Immediately Affected. 

In the twenty years 1900-1920 the 
Number of divorces granted in~ the 
United States was 1,883,591. In round 
mumbers the figure for the first quar- 
ter of the century has been 2,600,000. 
To every divorce there are two parties 
at least, and the number of such 
parties is thus-5,0C00,000. Assuming 
that there were no more than four 
children to every five marriages dis- 
solved, the number of such children 
would be 2,000,000, bringing the total 
of persons directly affected by divorce 
to 7,000,000. From this total should 
be deducted deaths and duplications 
of divorce by persons ‘who have ap- 
plied several times to the courts. On 
the other hand, divorced persons fre- 
quently marr. persons who are un- 
divorced, and to such marriages chil- 
dren are/born. In all. such. cases the 
famjly adds to the numbers originally 
concerned in the legal proceeding. 

While, therefore, it is only possible 
roughly to estimate the total number 
of persons directly affected by the 
divorces of the last twenty-five years, 
@s recorded, we shall not exaggerate 
if we put it at 5,000,000. 

In 1925 the addition to this number 
was 350,000, or;-reckoning children, 
nearly 500,000. And even allowing for 
deductions, as explained above, it is 
clear ‘that divorce will shortly have 
affected a population ‘exceeding that 
of New York .City in numbers—this 
not. reckoning the parents, brothers, 
sisters and friends of the parties di- 
rectly involved. 

Obviously it yould be inaccurate to 
attribute the prevalence of divorce to 
those sensational cases in whith ac- 
tors and actresses on the stage and in 
the studios where films are produced 
appear with-such prominence; ~ These 
cases are, after all, comparatively few 
in number and each only counts one.

For a single. year these are large 
fluctuations. Broadly, it may be con- 
cluded that divorce flows downward 
to wherever it is thought_that divorce 
is easiest. The main point ‘is, how- 
ever, that, in whatever State divorces 
may happen to have been granted, the 
total for all the States. taken. together 
is steadily rising. For most, if not all, 
States there is supposed to be a resi- 
dential qualification, precedent to di- 
vorce, extending from one to three 
years.. Residence is, of course, an 
elastic germ. , 

Divorce and Marriage Ratio. 


If in the -year 1925 there were 1,181,- 
838 marriages and 175,490 divorces, it 
follows that there was one divorce for 
every 6.7 marriages. It is the custom 
to interpret. this as meaning that the 
average marriage continues for less 
than seven years. As a popular way 
of putting the case, this is doubtless 
impressive. But there are reasons 
why the deduction fails to satisfy 
strict actuarial tests. In 1920 the 
number. of married persons was 43,- 
000,000. The number of divorces in a 
year, though large, is only 175,000, 
and this is not enough to reduce the 
average continuance of marriage to 
under seven years. The above mathe- 
matical fallacy is explained, of SUES:

It will be seen, then, that the rate we 
divorce in the United States has been 
about one-half higher than in Austria, 
France and in Japan—the nearest in 
this respect on the list. It was, at a 
recent date, seventeen times the rate 
for England. 

In interpreting these comparisons it 
must be recognized that the prevalence 
of divoree depends not only on the 
standard of morals in’ society but also 
upon the facility with which divorces 
are to be obtained. The State of 
South Carolina grants no divorces: at 
fall. ‘In Canada divorce is only 





granted by a Dominion court. In 


Britain, too, the law, though recently 
broadened,» has . been narrow. in its 
terms and carefully, if” ecmehigres un- 
fairly,” safeguarded, — 

Between all, these. countries and the 
United. States there is also a broad 
distinction. In such countries the law 
of marriage, whether it be strict. or 
lak, is at. least uniform: But in the 
United. States there. are forty-nine 
codes. of marriage and forty-nine juris- 
dictions administering those codes. It 
can hardly be doubted that apart from 
‘any other circumstance this multiplic- 
ity contributes to the magnitude of the 
resultant statistics. . 


Paris Not Included. 


In passing it may be remarked 
that the totals of divorce do not in- 


clude such actions taken in Paris or. 


other foreign cities. The fact that in 
certain cases divorce is sought at a 
distance from-the United States is 
easily to be explained by a natural 
desire.of the parties to avoid publicity 
or by other special circumstances, But 
it is hardly to be argued that any one 
has to go to Paris for@ divorce merely 
because he could not.get a divorce | - 
nearer home, “The number of divorces

In’ the United States, other than 
South Carolina, the grounds of divorce 
are uniform only in the one respect— 
that. they include adultery.. Outside of 
adukery, the variations between the 
laws of the several States are so nu- 
merous that a summary of them only 
is possible. . Among the reasons for di- 
vorce are grave’ moral offences, in- 
sanity, addiction to drugs and drink, 
desertion, physical iricapacity, convic- 
tion for felony, ceftain diseases, a for- 
mer marriage still existing, and, last 
but ‘not least, cruelty, The charge of 
cruelty by a wife against: a. husband 
and by him undefended ‘wilt often se- 


cure the desired relief. Cruelty so al- 


leged and so admitted cannot be re- 


‘garded in many cases as anything 


more than a form of incompatibility to 
which the parties agree. | 

Yet apart. from all technicalities it 
has to ‘be recognized that here is a 
problem by no means confined to the 
United States, one that is bringing 
mankind face to face with a great 
decision, While divorce is less preva- 
lent in other countries than it is here, 
it is still often on the increase. That 
is true of Germany, of England and 
of Canada, to give three instances. 
The essential question \is whether 
marriage is to continue to be a bind- 
ing contract, civil or religious or both, 
or is to depend upon little if anything 
more ! compelling than the consent of 
the parties at any given moment, as- 
sisted by whatever may be the influ- 
ence of public opinion. 

The demand for one divorce law: to 
be enforced over the entire United 
States, is simply a demand ,for less 
divorce. In a sentence, the hope of 


those who make the demand is that 
divorce,’ if uniform, will be. difficult. 
For this ‘reason the dematid, however 
logical it appears to be, is unpalatable 
to those who wish divorce to be easy. 

The argument for easy. divorce can- 
not be ignored. . In the words of Mrs. 
O. H. P. Belmont, divorce, so far from 
carrying a stigma, is one of those 
“adjustments” by which human life,is 
regulated. 

There are serious thinkers and wide- 
ly read writers (Bernard Shaw, for 
instance, and H. G. Wells) who con- 
tend that divorce is a Ing overdue 
liberation of the citizen from a bond 
,that, when indissoluble, had been im- 
posed upon society by religion. . Strict 
marriage, so it is argued in these 
quarters, is a relic of that asceticism 
which denied all marriage to the clergy 
and to the monk and the nun. 
rule of religion, so runs. this reason- 
ing, should only be imposed on those 
who choose to adhere to_religion. It 
is natural that with the establishment 
of democracy the civil law of marriage 
should be distinct entirely from what- 
ever may have been the canon law of 
the: churches. 


Also, it is pointed out that under a 
strict law of marriage there have been 
frequent breaches of the moral code. 


dissoluble, were not only a failure but 
a hypocrisy as well, In England there 
was no general divorce law at all until 
the year 1857. Each dissolution of 
marriage required a separate act of 
Parliament, of which the cost was 
prohibitive except to the rich, But 
from the throne downward the pledge 
of marriage was frequently broken. 
‘The “advanced view’ of marriage, 
preached by dramatists, essayists and 
novelists, is thus that the institution 
should be removed wholly frém the 
surveillance of -churches, 
their creeds and seeking to perpetuate 
their traditions.

It is 
said that he is the only man whose 
individual _unchecked figures’ the 
United States Government accepts as 
official. In all the years be has been 
a cotton authority he has never owned 
a bale or speculated a cent. in the 
uture markets,

market: 


“Hester says——” 
“What Doés Hester Say?” 


His weekly report: comes out évery 
Friday. That day all over the. world 
men ask: “What does Hester say?” 
in a score of tongues. They ask it in 
every cotton market and exchange in 
America, in Liverpool, in France and 
Germany,

they never doubt the answer; for 
wherever men deal in cotton they 
chuckle at Colonel’ Hester’s axiom.

The Real Dutch Santa. 


In slightly differing Detch versions 
that song has come down to us in va- 
rious parts of New York State from 
Schenectady to Flatbush, but always 
substantially as it is given under the 
nicture on this pags. So it was sung 
in some old Knickerbocker families as 
late as 1851, and so it is still sung 
in Holland today.

* have a basket of presents or a purse, 
but in the other was sure to be a birch 
rod, ah dawful warning to a naughty 
boy. Each child, in turn, Santa Claus 
questioned about his behavior in the 
year gone by and gave him a pat of 
approval or a warning shake of the 
head. Then, bidding them all leok 
for his presents in the morning, the- 
good saint suddenly flung a handful 
of lollipops into the room, and in the 
ensuing scramble vanished into the 
street. 

Then the children peel their sabots, 
- or later the great blue yarn stockings 
made for the purpose, in’the chimney 
corner for Santa Claus te fill on his 
night ride over the housetops. Today, 
in Belgium and Holland, the ehildren 
always tuck a carrot or bit of hay in 
their shoes for Santa Claus’s faithful 
horse. For Santa Claus comes there 
in splendor, riding a fiery white 
charger and wearing a jeweled mitre 
and gloves. But in America, curious- 
ly enough, we have no record that 
Santa Claus ever rode a hoarse, Per- 
haps he had only his magie tabard, 
mentioned in the song, that could take 
him from place to place in a twin- 
Kling. 

At any rate, he got about. For 
there, in the morning, over the hearth 
steaming with waffles and sausages: 
@nd other good Dutch fare, were the 
blue stockings bulging with apples and 
‘olekoeks, alls and dolis and tops.

A Much -Duich-er Saint. 


In shorty he was no longer the 
Duteh saint.as the Dutch colonists had 
imagined him. He was the much 
Dutch-er, gaint, imagined by thelr 

glish neighbors, It may have been 
the Dutch families’ very loyalty to the 
old customs that was finally responsi- 
ble for the new ones. For the more 
the Knickerbockers insisted on the old 
Dutch celebration of Santa Claus day, 
tHe more peculiarly a Duteh figure the 
saint himself seemed in the eyes of 
the other colonists, Finally, he be- 
came entirely confounded with his 
worshipers and was himself supposed 
to wear knickerbockers. 

Whether Washingten Irving fol- 
lowed an already accepted tradition or 
whether he’ first created this new 
genial American Santa Claus‘is still a 
question. We only know that in 
1809, in his whimsical ‘“Knicker- 
boecker’s History of New York,"’ he 
wrote the first description of his new 
character. When Irving set down the 
Dutch colonists for all future time as 
jovial, many-breeched, long-pipe smok- 
ers, he made their patran, St. Nicho- 
las, the archetype of them all. He

| wore, :according to Irving, a !‘low- 


proad-brimnmied hat and ‘a huge pair of 
Flemish trtink hose” as-he rode .‘‘jol- | 
lily: over the reoftops in a wagon, 
dropping magnificent presente down 
the. chimneys of his favorites. 

Though in later years Santa Claus 
again changed his costume and his 
equipage, one other’ idiosyncrasy 
which Irving gave him, along with his 
pipe and his good nature, he has never. 
since laid aside in America, For 
“when,” says the narrative, “Saint 
Nicholas had smoked his pipe, he 
twisted # in his hat band, and laying 
his finger beside his nose, gave a very 
significant look, then mounting his 
wagon, he returned over the treetops 
So it was only a 
paraphrase, an immortal paraphrase 
perhaps, when fourteen -years later 
Clement Moore wrote: 

And laying his finger aside of his 

nose 

And giving a nod, up the chimney 

he rose, 

Now after Irving’s vignette followed 
a whole series of full-length portraits 
of this new Dutchman Santa Claus, 
Appropriately enough, it was Irving's 
friend and one-time collaborator, 
James . Kirke Paulding, himself of 
Dutch bleod,- who becanie Santa 
Claus’s chief delineator, In the ‘‘Book 
of St. Nicholas,’’ which he first wrote 
in 1827, he made Santa Claus “as gal- 
lant a little Dutehmai as ever smoked 
his way through the world, pipe fore- 
most,” and provided him with a whole 
wardrobe of Dutch costumes. 


Paulding Deseribes Him.

years, seems likely to be accomplished 
at last.in the coming session ofthe 
Senate. The Hoch bill, “to establish 
in the Bureau of Foreign and Domes- 
tié Commerce a Foreigh- Commerce 
Service of the United States,” passed 
the House by a substantial majority 
on April 18, was reported without 
amendment by. the Senate Commerce 
Committee two weeks later, and since 
then has had a place on the Senate 
The measure was due for considera- 
tion in the Senate in June, but went 
over at the request of Senator King, 
Democrat, of Utah. He is the only 
member of the upper house who open- 
ly’ opposes the bill. If it comes to a 
vote befére March 4, there seems, at 


this time, no doubt that it will be- | 


come a law. 

Dr. Julius Klein, Director of the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce, has just emphasized in his an- 
nual report that “possibly the imost 
urgent need of the bureau at the 
present time” is the enactment of this 
legislation.” “It is vitally essential,” he 
continues, “that the service should be 
given a firm foundation in law, a 
definite organization and clearly indi- 
cated salaries, functions and preroga- 
tives, with requisite legal authority 
vested in. the persons charged with its 
direction.” 

Tenure Insecure. 

Senator King’s opposition to the 
legalization of a foreign commerce ser- 
vice is based on his belief that its 
work is a duplication of efforts by 
the State Department's Consular Ser- 
viee. This objection was foreseen by 
the Senate committee, which recom- 
mended passage of the’ measure and 
quoted ‘in its.report this statement 
from the remarks of the House com- 
mittee that sponsored the Hoch bill: 

“Provisions suggested by the De- 
partment of. State are included in or- 
der to prevent any conflict of author- 


ity at, these foreign posts. Harmonious 


action by the various representatives 
of the United States abroad is sought 
and the avoidance of all duplication of 
effort in so far as possible in the in- 
terest of economy and efficiency.” 


‘Curiously enough, the foreigrr ser- 
vice of the Department of Commerce, 
whose members: now go about their 
daily duties in some thirty-five foreign 
countries, apparently as secure in 
their stations as the: members of the 
diplomatic corps, might suddenly be 
wiped out by the whim of a hostile 
appropriations committee. The nine- 
teen commercial attachés, the forty 
trade commissioners and _ the still 
larger. number of assistant trade 
commissioners and clerical employcs 
would, in this event, find themselves 
out of work and obliged to pay their 
own expenses back to. the United 
States. 
Services Rendered. 


With the growing importance-of ex- 
porting in almost every branch of 
American industry the functions of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce in promoting foreign trade 
become more significant every year 
to the business men of this country. 
In the fiscal year 1922 a total of 
505,000 individual trade-promotive 
services were rendered by the bureau. 
In the year just ended the figure was 
2,032,000, 

The specific. types of service ren- 
dered by the Commerce Department's 
representatives abroad are familiar. 
Last year they included: In South 
Africa, the establishment, of thirty- 
‘six local agencies for American goods, 
resulting in $406,000 worth of business 
during the year; in Spain, the releas- 
ing of $200,000 worth of automobiles 
held by Malaga customs officials; in 
Germany, the introduction through 
the efforts of the Berlin office of the 
bureau of American pea-cleaning and 
canning machinery; at Constantino- 
ple, the profitable disposal of a ship- 
ment of a Boston leather company, 
which had been refused by the con- 
signees; in Chile, the calling of the 
attention of an American textile 
manufacturer to inefficiency on the 
part of his agent—a subsequent 
change resulting in the placing of 
$50,000 worth of orders; in Colombia, 
recommendation of measures which, 
when adopted, stamped out the prac- 
tice of misbranding coffee exported 
' to the United States, and so on. 


Advertising for Trade. 


The job of commercial attaché or 
trade commissioner is anythifig ‘but.

In 1914 a departure was es- 
tablished by provision, in another ap- 
propriation bill, for a corps of com- 
mercial attachés with diplomatic sta- 
tus, whose sole duties were to pro- 
mote American trade in Europe, the 
Orient and Latin America. In the 
period 1914-16 the number of for- 
eign offices maintained by the Com- 
merce Department increased from ten 
to forty-two. Now there are 105 re- 
porting officers—commercial attachés, 
trade ‘Commissioners ahd assistant 
trade commissioners—stationed 
throughout the world. 


In the Jast year, the total expense 
of maintaining this foreign~ service 
was $1,120,665. Business that is defi- 
nitely known to have accrued to 
American exporters as a result of the 
activities of the offices abroad was of 
a value of more than $33,000,000.

Comment on Accomplishment. 

The high calibre of the men in this 
service results from the special and 
general qualifications required, and, 
besides, Herbert Hoover's executive 
and administrative capability domi- 
nates the bureau, as well as the rest 
of the department. Here is a foreign 
estimate of the service quoted from 
the German Industries and sreaervtsanl 
Zeitung: 

The United States exported in 1025 
goods valued at. about $5,000,000,000, 
‘Compared with 1924, exports have in- 
creased about 13 per cent..

Hoover’s Appointments. 


This invites attention to the second 
man in responsibility for the conduct 
of the service. Hoover worked char- 
acteristically when he selected the 
commercial economist, Dr. Klein, as 
Director of the bureau. Educated at 
two American universities, with addi- 
tional studies in Europe and Latin 
America behind -hhim, Dr. Klein left 
the Harvard Faculty in 1917 to be- 
come chief of the Commerce Depart- 
ment’s Latin-American section: ‘ - In 
1919 he spent two years in the field, 
as commercial attaché at Buenos Aires, 
and was recalled in 1921 to take 
the post he now holds. Mention also 
should be made of J.- Walter Drake, 
who resigned as President of one of 
the important automobile companies 
to become Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce. Although his. authority ex- 
tends to other bureaus of the ever- 
expanding Department of Commerce, 
Drake is directly concerned with the 
formulation of policies for Dr. Klein’s 
bureau. Thoroughly imbued with the 
business viewpoint, Drake‘ balances 
Klein, the economist,-in steering the 
organization’s course.

TOLL BRIDGES 


ARE VANISHING ONE BY ONE 





ware River are gradually fading 

out of the’ pictyre., Only a few 
are left of.the dozens that onte 
lined the historic stream which di- 
vides. the. States of Pennsylvanig and 
New Jersey: The quaint. covered 
bridges’ have gone .with the covered 
wagon and other memories of Ameri- 
can. pioneer days. 

Spring floods and ice jams bien. ac- 
counted for some, but most of them 
were taken over either ‘by. State or 
municipal authorities and made. free 
tridges. .All of the important struc- 
tures where traffic is heaviest are now 
public bridges, with no tolls. exacted 
from vehicles or pedestrians. 

There is ‘still an occasional ferry in 
the upper Delaware, the equipment 
consiqting simply of an old flatboat, a 
long pole and one strong-armed oper- 
ator; but these are one-man affairs 
conducted by a farmer or an old-time 
riverman of the neighborheod. ‘Their 
capacity is one loaded automobile, or 
perhaps ‘two - small. cars under fayor- 
eble conditions, at a charge of thirty- 
five cents, Time, twenty minutes, if 
the current is.not too strong. 

Most of the old bridges, 911 of which 
were once owned by. private . com- 
panies, have been acquired. by: the 
Interstate Bridge Commisgion. / All 
this-has required several’ years of ef- 
fort, negotiations for such. bridges as 
the two States desire being now in the 
fina] stages.

HE trial that began in the King’s 
- Bench Division, London, on Nov. 
9 and was then suddenly ,ad- 
journed, is expected eventually to set- 
tle a question that has been agitating 
the bibliophHe world for over a year: 
Js the played entitled “For Love of the 
King” a forgery? It was published as 
the work of Oscar Wilde by Hutchin- 
son’s Magazine in October, 1921; by 
the Century Magazine in December of 
that year and by. Methuen &.Co. in 
book form in October, 1922. 
_ A-forgery it is asserted to be by a 
London. bookseller and author, Chris- 
topher Sciater Millard,,who writes un- 
der the pen name Stuart Mason, and 
the means he took to. get his assertion 
before the public prompted Methuen 
& Co. to bring suit for libel, alleging 
that ever since the book appeared Mr. 
Millard has charged that they had 
knowingly offered for sale and ha4 


Wilde a work they knew to be not his.. 
The suit is ‘not 4 surprise: Mr. Mil- 
lard has repeatedly told his friends 
that he was making every effort to 
get into court in- the hope that -he| 
might prove “For Love of the King” a 
forgery, and that. evidence submitted 
might reveal the presence of a gang of 
forgefs that for some time maa been 
preying upon collectors. : 

The manuscript from which the book 
is printed was obtained by the pub- 
lishers from a Mrs, Chan Toon, who 
clarmed intimate association with’ the 
Wilde ‘family. On the death of her 
husband, who was barrister of the 
Middle Temple, she became Mrs. 
Woodhouse Pearse. She said that she 
vhad in her possession. letters from the 
date Robert Ross, literary executor of 
Oscar Wilde, begging her to allow.him 
to pubiish the play in his edition of 
Wilde’s complete works. : This request 
she had réfused: After Ross’s death, 
however, she" says she relented and 
brought the manuscript to the Methu- 
ens, with a letter. said to. have been | 
received from \the author, along with 
his manuscript. This letter, which’ is 
used as an introduetion to the book, 
Mr. Millard declares Wilde never 
wrote. It is dated Nov.. 27,.1894, and | 
bears the addréss Tite Street, Chelsea. 
Beginning “My dear Mrs. Chan Toon,” 
the document reads, in part as follows:

‘Woodhouse Pearse he became con- 
vinced that ‘she was the dispenser, 
possibly’ the fabricator,” “of “several 
Wilde forgeries recently purchased. by 
dealers and collectors. Suspecting that 
“For. Love of the King’ belonged in 
the same eategory, he laid his sus- 
picions before the Methuens, request- 
ing that they allow him to’ examine 
the manuscript of the play. It was. 
not asserted. that this manuscript it- 
self is in Wilde's handwriting, but the 
correétions; were said to‘ have, been 
made by him. Mr, Millard declares 
they were not. No one among Wilde’ 8. 
friends has ever heard of the play. 
There is no refefence to it in any of 
his. books, journals or letters. It*is 
not mentioned among the literary: re- 
'mains of Ross, nor had Ross's col- 
laborator ever heard of it., Moreover, , 
Mr. Millard discovered that just at the 
time Wilde was alleged to have writ- 
ten “For Love of the Kink”. solely: for 
Mrs. Chan.Toon’s amusement he was 
being overwhelmed with offers . for 
plays from faandgers and was declin- 
ing them.every- day. 

Firmly believing that. Wilde was 
not the author of the play and failing 
to obtain from the publishers an>ad+ 
mission of ‘that fact, he wrote first 
to The London Times, then to The} 
‘Times Literary Supplement, ‘Finally | yeison.

papers declined to publish his letters 
on the subject. Next he wrote to 
Walter Hutchinson, the editor. of the 
magazine bearing that ‘name, and en- 
closed a copy of his letter to the for- 
mer Mrs, Chan Toon, It was found 
that she had disappeared. 
The Poster Accusation. 


Then he placed on sale a pamphlet 
entitled “Who Wrote ‘For Love of the 
King’ ?” 
correspondence with editors. To all 
booksellers posters making the same 
charges were sent. It is the wording 
of one of these posters that finally 
caused the Methuens to bring the suit 
for libel. The objectionable passage 
reads: 

-- With the assistance of Mrs. Pearse 
this eminently respectable firm of 
publishers has sucteeded in foisting 

on -an , unsuspecting public 1,000 
copies of a book at 8s 6d which but 
for Wilde’s name and imprint of the 
firm no one would have paid 814d for. 

Only» two witnesses were examined 
before the case was adjourned. George 
Ernest. Webster, formerly. managing 
director of the firm of Methuen & 
Co., said he did not know Mrs. Pearse 
until she came to their office to sell 
them the play. “She sas rather ec- 
centric and had a parrot on her shoul- 
der,” he said. ‘We submitted the 
play. to E. -V. Lucas, an authority on 
Wilde, and he reported that, he a 
lieved it was genuine. There. 
never. a suggestion that it was Rags _ 
Mr. Lucas, now Chairman of Methuen 





testified that he was asked to read the 
play and that he did not even now 
doubt its genuineness.

greater. Experiments and researches 
in physics and chemistry are con- 
stantly being made in the interest of 
justice, and the whole accumulation of 
the world’s positive knowledge is 
being made to gerve the investigator, 
the jury and the judge. 

One of, the ancient ambitions of jus- 
tice is reliable self-accusation, self- 
conviction; for what could be simpler 
or more unquestionable than to get the 
guilty man to denounce himself and 
prove his cwn offense? In more prim- 
itive times realization of this end was 
attempted by means of torture, and 
this is still a method far more widely 
and cruelly employed than our police 
authorities can ever be made to admit. 
Today, however, such practices are 
frowned upon by the public and- even 
-- the law refuses them any standing. 

: Genije ‘‘Third Degrees.”’ 

About tWenty years ago, Professor 
Hugo Miinsterberg made experiments. 

- with a mechanism which. he called a 
chronoscope, soon dubbed a “lie de- 
tector’ by the popular press. As a 
pioneer in psychological experimenta- 
tion, Miinsterberg knew the laws gov- 
erning the association of ideas in the 
brain—one of the bases of present day 
mentality tests. He proceeded _ by: 
means of a fairly. bay oh electrical 
machine which recorded the length of 
time between the uttering of a word 
by the inquisitor and the reply by the 
suspect. ” 

A hundred words were placed in a 
list, among them a number suggestive 
of the alleged crime. A record was 
then kept of the interval between the 
test word and the spoken associated 
word. If it was found that a ques- 
tioned suspect responded in one sec- 
ond to ordinary words, making the as- 
sociation quickly, but required *two, 
three or even four seconds to respond 
to the dangerous words, it was deemed 
clear that the accused was guilty and 
lying. 

Munsterberg’s Sphygmometer. 

Professor Miinsterberg. also experi- 
niented with another truth-detecting 
apparatus’ which recorded the varia- 
tions in the heart action and blood 
pressure when a suspect was asked 
embarrassing or exciting questions— 
the much discussed sphygmometer. 

Miinsterberg’s earlier method, now 
generally called the werd reaction test, 
has in recent years been extensively 
used by. the police—more in Europe, 
however, than in this country. The 
results—where a skilled tester has 
done the work, a man of fine discrim- 
ination and broad experience—have 
been uniformly good. 

Similarly, the sphygmometer has 
given way to an élaborated or adapted 
mechanism based on the same facts 

and ideas. Burtt & ‘Marston, the 
Miinsterbere’s successors in the psy- 
chological laboratory at Harvard, have 
been experimenting with various meé- 

chanisms for recording changes in 
blood circulation and the breathing.

| How “Truth Serum’’ Works. 
Dr. House takes a subject and in- 
Jects 1-130th of a grain of hyoscine, 
After twenty minutes he. repeats the 


| injection, adding 1-30th of a grain of 


apomorphine. After gnother twenty 
minutes he injects 1-20th of a grain 
of hyoscine and twenty. minutes later 
produces complete unconsciousness by 
means of chloroform. By this method 
he produces what he describes as a 
mental state midway between amne- 
sia and hypalgesia, which ‘he calls 
‘*House’s Receptive Stage.”’ ‘In this 
condition, says the experimenter, the 
subject can hear and answer, but has 
lost all control of inhibitions and 
necessarily tells the truth. 

Dr. House has made’a number of 
controlled demonstrations, the -results 
of which are highly suggestive, even 
if not conclusive. Most of the criti- 
cism leveled at him has been based 
on the idea that he intends the state- 
ments thus extracted from prisoners 
to be used in court.. Perhaps he had 
such. hopes in the beginning, but he 
now offers his hyoscine method merely 
as a substitute for the third degree. 
By means of it, he gets information 
to be enlarged .on and checked up by 
investigators. In other words, he 
achieves no more than the starting 
point, the clue. Sometimes, to be 
sure, the subject, confronted with 
what has been taken from. him under) 
the anesthetic, will make a conscious | 
confession.

his guilt. e had been free for fif- 
teén years; orn in disgrace but con- 
stantly protesting his innocence, when 
the authorities finally songented to: a 
review of his case. 

It, was immediately found that he. 
had been condemned on the finding of 
a small fraction of a grain of the 
metallic poison in the dead woman's 
body. Scientists of those days did not 
know that such small quantities of 
arsenic are normally present in the 
human body. Those who caused’ Dan- 
val’s conviction evidently failed to say 
that the minimum lethal dose is at 
He was exonerated 
and compensated. 

One of the pet themes of the fic- 
tioneer is an undiscoverable poison, 
one unknown to chemists and defying 
analysis or detection. But this con- 
ceit belongs to. romance, All poisons 
leave their traces, either’through resi- 
due in the internal organs that can 
be identified by means: of almost un- 
believably subtle tests or through 
characteristic symptoms in the afflict- 


ed and recognizable effects on various 
cells and tissues, “ 


Chemistry has, however, greatly 
widened its usefulness to the detective 
in more recent years. We all know 
of the older cases in which stains were 
analyzed and found to have been blood 
or acid or drugs. We, know of scores 
of other legal activities of the chem- 
ist. Today the chemist takes part 
much earlier in the history of a crim- 
inal investigation. A floater is taken 
from the river. The question of ‘the 
point of immersion is important...

Microscopic Methods of Gross.

He. was dressed in the German uni- 
form, faultlessly down*to the small- 
est detail,. and he spoke not a scholas- 
tic German but a dialect of the’ dis- 
trict—which fact argued in his favor. 

The 
scrapings from under his finger nails, 
from his shoes and from his clothing 
were submitted to microscopists, who 
had the.assistance of chemists. 

A few days later the prisoner. was 
called béfore the commanding officer 
and confrénted with the facts. © The 
German chief told him that he was 
a spy; that he was a Russian officer 
of the Division X; that: he had .killed 
Private R. H., of the German. out- 
posts; that. he had, been hiding among 
Russian peasants, who. had supplied 
him with bread; that he had passed 
through thé forest of R.; that he had 
ridden on two horses, one a young 
bay and the other ‘an old gray; that

» Owing to their denial of the Christian 
character of the existing Church and 
their open disregard of ciVil authority, 
both Protestants and Catholics came 
to view them as dangerous to society 
and as a result they were subjected to 
severe persecutions. But the sect, like 
others, flourished under persecution; 
the new doctrines gained many follow- 
ers and spread fapidly into Germany, 
Bolland and France. 


Growth of baie 


By the eighteenth century the Men- 


‘ Monite creed had strong bodies of ad- 


herents in various European States, 
where their peculiar beliefs, particu- 
larly their prejudices against military 
service and oath taking, brougtit them 
into constant. conflict with , different 


* Governments, 


The-Wetherlands treated them with 
great liberality and Napoleon gave the 
French Mennonites, who lived mostly 
in the Vosges, exemption from com- 
batant service, although he insisted on 
employing them §n hospital work dur- 
ing his campaigns. The German Men- 
nonites did not fare so well at the 
hands cf different princelings, and so 
in 1789 several large bodies of them 
migrated to Southern Russia on the 
invitation of Catherine 1I, who was 
anxious to secure a leaven of these in- 
dustrious folk as an example to her 
backward Russian peasantry. It is 
from these Mennonite colonies’ in 
Southern Russia that the group which 
has just left Manitoba is descended. 

Catherine -II .gramted -her protégés 
‘immunity from military service and 
full religious liberty. But in 1370 the 
Russian Imperial Government -issued 
an* edict setting a ten years’ limit to 
their exemption from the conscription 
law. 
intolerable, the Mennonites sought and 
obtained permission to leave Russia. 
Substantial contingents set tied in the 
United States, chiefly in Nebraska 
and Southwestern States; but a large 
group elected to try their fortunes in 
Canada, where members of the sect 
who had migrated from Pennsylvania 
had already established themselves in 
Waterloo County, Ontario. 


In the Western World. 


The Canadian Government at Ot- 
tawa, anxious to settle the prairies of 
Manitoba, offered generous induce- 
ments, allocating to the Mennonites 
Awenty- five townships of good land 
iand, by an Order-in-Council passed in 
1873, nting them not merely ex- 
emption from, military service but the 
privilege of retaining their own 
schools and preserving their own eco- 


nomic organization, which was largely

The Mennonites, it was discovered, 
while presenting an outward front of 
solidarity, were really split into three 
groups. The Conferenz Gemeinde was 
the name given to the radical modern- 
ists who were willing and,.anxious to 


become thoroughly Canadianized. The 





Bergthaler-Gemeinde were the middle- 


of-the-road ‘people who were ready ta 
sanction some innovations, but wanted 
to keep the main fabric of their social” 
organization and traditions intact. The 
third group, known as the Old Co- 
loniers, refused: to take cognizance of 
any local laws or regulations. 
Education was-the core of the Men- 
nonite -problem. Visiting inspectors 
discovered that very few of the Men- 
nonite schools attained a. reasonable 
standard of efficiency, especially those 
conducted by the Old Coloniers. In 
Manitoba, after a bitter political strug- 
gle, special linguistic privileges ‘in ‘the 
schools were Wiped out and a system 
of Government inspection was inau-' 
gurated. The modernist .Mennonites 
accepted the new situation, but the 


Old Colony group refused to conform.. 


The local authorities proceeded to 


enforce the regulations of 'the Provin- 
cial School law, and rather than submit 
to.them a large body of the Old Colony 
sect sold up their homes and migrated 
to Mexico. But misfortune dogged 
their footsteps and, as a result; within 
the last year a considerable number of 
them returned to Western Canada vie 
accepted its limitations. 

Meanwhile the Old Coloniers in Mani- 
toba had put up a stiff rear-guard fight 
against the local Department of Edu- 
cation. _But public opinion was against 
them and they could not command the 
active sympathy of more than a small 
part of their own sect. So the real die- 
hards decided that the only course left 
was departure from the land of the op- 
pressor and they began negotiations for 
land in Paraguay. They are the path- 
finders, and, if their report is favor- 





able, other groups will follow.

It may | \be urged by those who are 
brouglit into intimate daily contact 
with the problems of industry that I, 
have seen only the brighter side of 
Ametican life. This may be so, and 
further’ investigation might réveal 


many weaknesses and difficulties in | 


thé industrial field. which are hidden 
| from me, but I have given my impres- 
sions as I see them. 


A rapidly de. eloping industrial coun- 
try is not saddled with burdens be- 
queathed to it by the . thoughtless- 
ness of a past generation. The prob- 
lems of industry in Great Britain are 
not the growth of this age.. 
deep rooted in the-past, but real ef- 
forts are now being made to deal with 
them and these efforts are meeting 
with success. The men who are 
tackling them are not looking back- 
ward with vain regrets to the ‘‘good 
old days,” for that is foolishness, but 
to a Golden Age which they: them- 
selves in their day and generation 
must strive to realize. 

In days gone by men sought the 
ultimate good/ through devotion, and 
they gave outward expression to their 
desire by building — upward-pointing 
spires upon their churches and cathe- 
drals, Would it be true to say of this 
present age that men are still seeking 
and striving to attain the same goal, 
blindly perhaps at times, not so much 
through devotion as by achievement, 
and that the growing beauty (for 
there is beauty in their very gran- 
deur) of the “‘skyscraper,”’ a signifi- 
cant term in this connection, is but 
the outward expression of that desire? 
This is as it appears to me, and this is 
the impression of America I hope to 
carry away with me. 


PARIS BOURSE 


ARIS, is about to celebrate the 
100th anniversary of the Bourse, 
that monumental structure begun 
in 1800, but not finished until 1826.

Probably the oldest fo?m 
‘of instalment buyit.g and still the best 
is lifé insurance, though very little of 
it as yet is on a monthly: basis. Some 
investment brokers are selling bonds 
and stocks on instalments, but they 
have not very genérally advertised the 
fact. Bankers have apparently done 
nothing to develop savings accounts 
by some scheme of regular monthly 
deposits of uniform amounts. There 
has been no general increases in the 
rate paid for savings in forty years’ 
at least, and &n increase of % to 1 per 
cent. yearly in special cases would 
“not greatly increase the average rate 
paid, while it could be used as a great 
inducement to systematic ‘savers. : 

Concerted action by .the-insurance 
| companies, investment. brokers and 
bankers will save the situation, not 
by trying to stop or discourage a 
habit,. but by diverting it to proper 
and productive channels. 7

TROUBLESOME PROBLEMS IN 
BAY STATE INSURANCE LAW 





EPORTS from the Jeading motor 

centres of Massachusetts indicate 
‘that.car. owners: have been- very: 
slow in applying for their new regis- 
tration numbers under the provisions 
of the compulsory automcbile insu- 
rance law, which goes into effect Jan. 
1. Under that act the heaviest burden 
falls upon the insurance companies, as 
thé Motor Vehicle Bureau will not 
register a car until the owner shows 
that it has been properly insured and 
the proper fee paid. 


Despite the fact that the cost of in- 
surance in the case of most passenger 
cars Will not be very large, averaging 
around $30, it is believed that the de- 
mands madé upon the family ex- 
chequers by the holiday seasog will 
leave many pocketbooks too flat to 
permit of insurance payments until 
about the middle of January. This 
supposition, if true, will help the in- 
surance Companies, as it will delay the 
rush until a more advantageous time. 


While the insurance companies have 
accepted the law philosophically, they 
are not in favor of it. This objection 
is Ghiefly based upon the rates promul- 
gated by the State Insurance Commis- | 
sioner and whith, from the insurance 
companies’ viewpoint, are considered 
too low. In fact, one of the largest 
companies has-:withd: awn from Massa- 
chusetts, leaving more than $300,000 
worth of liability automobile insur- 
ance for its competitors to take over. 


No actuarial experience has been 
developed to prove the adequacy or 
inadequacy cf. the ratés, but few in- 
surance officials believe they are suf- 
ficiently high to permit them to oper 
ate at a profit during 1927.. They look 
forward to an adjustment of rates next 
year which will allow a fair profit, 
and there is a hopeful view that this 
profit will be sufficient to wipe out the 
expectant 1927 deficit. 

The big bufaboo of the insurance 
companies in Massachusetts is State 
fmsurance. They are fearful lest pub- 
lic sentiment, aided by politicians, 
should foreé a State fund to reim- 
burse automobile accident victims or 
their dependents, Strong complaints 
against the present law, it is felt, 
would aid in the enactment of @ State 
insurance bill, hence the apparently 
lethargic attitudé of insurance’ of- 
ficiaiis. 
~ Véteran claim adjusters see in the 
law a harvest for accident fakers and 
uns¢rupulous attorneys, These men. 
in former days were at & disadvantage. 
‘They were very. apt to allow them- 
selves to be Slightly injured by an 
automobile owned by a judgment- 
proof, irresponsible motorist. Hence 
they usually chose motor cars ownéd 
by men with sufficient money_to pay 
a judgment for damages. After Jan. 
1 they will not be bothered with choos- 
ing their cars. Any motorist with 
4 1927 license ‘plate will be finandlaliy 
responsible for any personal infers or 
deaths he has caused, 

How the insurance Sismchhen" can 
trip up the accident takers is prob- 
lematical. It will be necessary to tn- 
vestigate all claims, but here, too, 
they will be handicapped. The man 
who is insured and who has an acci- 
dent will doubtless fail to obtain wit- 
nesses and other information, leaving 
it to the insurance company.

“It is easy enough to Seaten: a tele- 
vision system with something-like 40, - 
000 picture units per second,” stated 
Dr, Alexanderson, “‘but the images so 
obtained are so Crude that they would 
rave no practical Value. Our work in 
radio photography has shown us that 
an operating speed of 300;000 picture 
units per second will be needed to give 
preasing results. This speeding up of 
the process is unfortunately one of 
those cases ‘where the difficulties in- 
crease by the square:of the speed.” 


Lights Paint Pictures. 

The method which has been devised 
by Dr. Alexanderson to speed up the 
process of moving mechanical parts is 
the use of seven distinct light sources, 
the lights eonverging in a cluster of 
brilliant lights which scan the picture, 
each light painting a crude picture, 
but all seven interlacing optically to 
produce a single good picture. 

The model of the television projector 
used by Dr. Alexanderson consists of 
seven light sources converged by an 
optical system to a revolving drum 
carrying twenty-four mirrors.. These 


|mirrors reflect the ight cluster to a 


screen. Using seven lights instead of 
one, the useful illumination is in- 
creased forty-nine times. Further- 
more, in using seven light beams in 
multiple, the speed at which each light 
beam must travel has been reduced at 
’ Fate of seven to one. In addition to 
these advantages for multiple light | 4 


. }| beam operation, each beam needs to 
‘|move only one-seventh as fast, and 


therefore needs to give only 43.000 in- 
stead of 300,000 independent impres- 
sions p¢ér second. A modulation speed 
of 43,000 per second is high with the 
present radio practice, but is yet with- 
in reason, being only ten times as fast 
as is used in broadcasting, according 
to Dr. Alexanderson. .

revolutions. ‘The overlépping exposure 
is progressive and the’ whole works as 
a continuous process,.” said Dr, Alex- 
anderson. . 

"The television projector consists of 
a source of light, a lens and a drum 
carrying a number of mirrors. When. 
the drum: is stationary a spot of light 
is focused on the screen.’ This spot:of 
light is the brush that paints the pic- 
ture. When the drum revolves the 
spot of light passes across the ‘screen. 
Then as a new mirror, which is set at 
a slightly different angle, comes into 
line the light spot. passes over the 
screen again on a track adjacent to 
the first, and so on until the whole 
screen is: covered. If we expect. to 
paint a@-light picture of fair quality, 
the least that we can be satisfied with 
is 10,000 separate -strokes. of the 
brush. Thi¢ may mean ‘that, the spot 
of light sheuld pass over the- screen 
in 100. parallel paths, and that it 
should be capable of making 100. 
separate impressicns of light and 
darkness in.each path. If we now re- 
peat this process of painting the pic- 
ture over and over again sixteen times 
in a second, it means that we require 
160,000 independent strokes of the 
brush of light in one second. To work 
at such a speed: seems at first incon-. 
cei ‘able; moreover, a good picture,re- 
quires really a scanning process with 
more than 100 lines. This brings the 
speed raquirements up to something 
like 300,000 picture units per second. 

Brilliant Light Is Used. 


“Besides having the theoretical pos- 
sibility of employing waves capable of 
high speed of signaling, we must have 

light of such brilliancy that it .will 
illuminate the screen effectively, “als: 
‘hough it stays in one spot’ only oné- 
three hundred-thousandths of a sec- 
ond. This was one of the serious dif- 
ficulties, because even if we take the 
most brilliant are light we know of,

Dr. Alexanderson, in discussing radio 
photography, showed some of the re- 
sults he had obtained in the radio 
transmission of pictures, using both 
the modulated and interrupted signal. 
Under the fprmer system any broad- 
casting. station can transmit photo-. 
graphs for distances as great as music 
of good quality can be transmitted by 
that station. For long-distance trans- 
mission the short-wave telegraphic 
system may be used, Reception of 
rictures by telegraphy is independent 
of signal strength. Thus if the. signal 
is strong enough to be recorded at all, 


it gives the same kind of records at the 


maximum as at the minimum signal 
intensity. ‘This makes the recording 
independent of fading. If, further- 
more, the signals are stronger than 
the prevailing static, it-is possible to 
eliminate the effects of static by intro- 


6ucing a threshold value of. signal. 


strength in the’ receiver, and nothing 
is received unless the signal exceeds 
this value. 


Overcoming Static hed Fading. 

“Radio has up to the present. de- 
veloped. two distinct methods of sig- 
naling—by modulation and. by -inter- 
ruption. The first is usually associated 
with broadcasting and the second with 
.elegraphy- Both of these methods of 
Signaling may. be adapted to radio 
photography, and each will ‘have its 


| distinct field The effective. range of.a 


broadcast station is much shorter than 
a telegraph station: of. the same power, 
but within this range it gives a ser- 
vice of excellent’ quality,” said. Dr.. 
Alexanderson. “It ig therefore posst- , 
ble that a picture service may’ be given 
by these same stations which will be of 
the same standard of quality as ‘the 
musical entertainments. Freedom from 
disturoances is insured by having a 
Jarge number of station interlinked by 
a wire system, so that a good selection 
of entertainment is available- in all 
parts of the country.

Partly unearthed, the theatre seats 
2,500, It clings to the side-of a steep 
hillock which shelters it entirely from 
the winds that blow rather disagreée- 
ably amid the bléak hills: As a result 
the. acoustics are remarkable. Hiveti 
when outside the confines of the 
theatre one could ‘hear every spoken | 
word from the stage with ‘the utmogt 
distinctness. 

One’ might have thought that while 
it, was easy enough’ to gather several 
thousand people together at Cherchell, 
in a district where’ one farm’ touches 
another and larger villages and settle- 
ments abound, it would be~ quite: im- 
possible to repeat this at Djemila, 
where éhe nearest place is St. Arnaud, 
over twenty miles distant, and where 
the country is entirely ‘wild and bar- 
ren.

A steady strnim of. cars carrying 
French. or wealthy Algerian’ ‘hativés 
flowed .along the road which climbed 
from St. Arnaud with hairpin bends 
along the steep rocky mountain sides, 
high above the empty. stones and 
boulders of the valleys below.

In many of the great fruit 
groves every tree has its own little 
stove that must be kindled when a 
cold spell comes.. California’s. succéss 
as a source of citrus fruit—originally 
native of the tropics—is in . consid- 
erable measure dependent upon her 
finding effective ways to combat. her’ 
periodical frosts and cold snaps... 


Many devices have been tried. Faith 
in windbreaks, common in the. fruit 
areas, is one of, the reasons for Cali- 
fornia’s adoption: of the eucalyptus 
tree. .These tall trees make an effec- 
tive: shield when planted in rows al- 
ternately with cypress; which provides 


recent years many windbreaks have 
beem removed, both. because they take | 
up valuable space and because of the.

: After Colonel Ruppert’s nominating 
speech, -Tom Shibe of the Athletics, 
carried away by the excitement of the 
moment, jumped to his feet and sec- 
onded~ the nominaticn. 

“‘Where do you- get that. stuff?’ 
Colonel Ruppert asked’ in substance.. 
“Hasn't the National League anything 
to say abort this?’ 

Thereupon Shibe* withdrew’ his sec- 
onding motion and William Veeck,

SURPASSED DEFEATS 


|Athletic Record for Year Shows 
91 Triamphs, 4 Ties in 
167 Contests. _ 





A. record of athletic teams at the 
University of Pennsylvania during the 
past year, which has just been re- 
leased by the university athletic offi- 
cials,; shows that during 1926 Pennsyl- 
vania athletes engaged in 167 meets 
and. contests, pt which ninety-one re- 
sulted in triumphs, seventy-two in de-: 
feats and four in ties, for a ee 
of .552. 

The university was represented by 


teams in fifteen branches of sports. 


No championships were won in the 
major sports, but two titles were an- 
nexed by teams in the minor’ sports. 
The gymnastic team, coached by Dr. 
‘Francois D’Eliscu, won the intercol-. 
légiate championship, and the rifle 
team won the Middle Atlantic States 
title, winning. all seven meets. The 
‘gymnastic team lost only one meet, 
‘that being an intersectional contest 


which was held in Chicago. 

‘Branches of sports which show more 
‘victories than defeats were football, 
owing, basketball, baseball, swimming, 
gymnastics, fencing, rifle and tennis. 
No victories were registered in boxing 
or golf, the boxers lesing five meets 
andthe golfers six matches. The bas- 
ketball team finished in a tie for third 
place in the Eastern Intercollegiate 
Laegus, with five victories out of the 

ea.--Outside of the 
fexate clashes, .games were lost to 
Dickinson and Syracuse. 
A fairly successful season was cred- 
ited to the crews, with a record of four 
victories, two seconds and one fourth. 
Pennsylvania lost to Navy and Yale 
in regattas in which Harvard, M. I. T. 
and Columbia saw action. Among 
Pennsylvania's victories were first 
places over Penn A. C. and in both 
the Childs Cup and Steward’s Cup 
races. 

Pennsylvania track teams experi- 
enced an unusually poor season. Coach 
Lawson Robertson’s men were third 
to Harvard and Georgetown in indoor 
meets. In the outdoor meets Penn 
finished second to Yale in a triangu- 
lar meet in which Dartmouth was 
third; lost to Cornell in a dual meet, 
and in the outdoor intercollegiates 
Penn was tenth with ten points. 

Twenty-one games were won, eleven 
lost and one tied by the baseball team, 
Penn finishing third in th quadrangu- 
lar cup competition. The swimming 
team won six meets and lost three, 
the water polo team won two games 
and lost six, the wrestlers won four 
meets and lost six, the fencers won 
four meets and lost one, the lacrosse 
team won one game and lost nine, 
and the tennis team was credited with 
eight victories and charged with five 
defeats. 

During the 1926 football campaign the 
team won seven games, lost one and 
‘tied one. Penn defeated Franklin and 
Marshall, Johng Hopkins, Swarthmore, 
Chicago, Williams, Penn-State and 
Columbia, lost to Illinois on a field 
goal by Frosty Peters and battled to a 
10-10 tie with Cornell last Thanks- 
giving afternoon. 

Five victories and as many defeats~ 
was the record of the soccer team, 
which for years has been: an outstand- 
ing combination at Pennsylvania. 
Princeton and Penn State were among 
the teams which defeated Penn in soc- 
cer.

CAPABLANCA ON WAY HOME 


World’s Champion Says He Will Do’ 


No Studying and Will Work Only 
for Physical Perfection. 





' Following a brief but successful ex- 
hibition tour of the Middle West, Jose 
R. Capablanca is now en route for his 
home in Havana, Cuba, where the 
world’s champion chess player will 
spend the Christmas holidays with his 
family. Capablanca expects to be back 
in New York about Feb. 1 when he 
will complete his preparation for ‘the 
international grandmasters tournament 
to start here on Feb. 26, in. which he 
will be one of a field of gix of: the 
world’s greatest players who will meet 
in a four-round competition. 

In his tour of the Middle West, the 
champion engaged in four veer ti 
two in Cleveland and one each fn “ 
troit and Chicago, and once neat 
showed -that he is close to his. best 


championship form. Although meet- 
ing strong teams in. all three cities, 
engaging, in all, 120 players in simul- 
taneous play, he won all ‘but thirteen of 
the games played. Ten of these were 
drawn and in only three contests was 
he forced to actept defeat. 

Capablanca expects to do only a lit- 
tle over-the-board playing while on kts 
visit to Cuba and even upon his re- 
turn to New York he does not intend 
to do very much studying in preppra- 
tion for the big international tourna- 
ment. As a matter of fact, the cham- 
pion, contrary to general belief, never 
has taken kindly to intensive study. 
Naturally gifted for the game, he is 
of the opinion that hard study, such as 
some would believe a chess champion 
must indulge in, tends to stunt his 


play. ty 
Lets Others Study. 


“Intensive book study and analytical 
work in connection with the thousands 
of variations in the opening,’’ he says, 


‘‘may be all right for those who like to 
do it, but that sort of work never ap- 
pealed to me. All I want is to feel 
im good physical condition before an 
important tournament.” 

As a result, Capablanca’s preparation 
for a big competition such as the one 
in which he will engage here next 
February is not very far different from 
the training of a boxer, although not 
quite so vigorous. He is an ardent 
tennis enthusiast and plays the game 
throughout the Summer months. Dur- 
ing the Lake Hopatcong chess tourna- 
ment last Summer, in which he was 
returned the winner, he spent all cf 
his mornings on the tennis courts, 
leaving the study of chass technique 
and: openings to his competitors. 

Although he will have little occasion 
to play tennis between: now and the 
time of' the coming New York tourna- 
ment, he nevertheless expects to get 
in plenty of outdoor work in order to 
put himself in tip top shape, Long 

walks, careful eating dnd: plenty of 
rest are the chief preparatory measures 
the champion takes in equipping him- 
self for important competition. . Ana- 
lytical study forms little part of. his 
training, although he does put in som2 
time looking over games annotated by 
prospective opponents with the idea of 
“getting their viewpoint.” 

The committee in charge of the New 
York tourney has now heard frem all 
but three of the ’masters who have been 
invited either to play or to come here 
to be on a reserve list. Those who have 
accepted invitations actually to take 
part in the tourney are, in addition to 
Capablanca, Frank J. Marshall, the 
American. champion; Aron Nimzo- 
witsch of Denmark and Dr. Milan Vid- 
mar of Yugoslavia. .

With its limited area, large sections of 
the city have been developed into cer- 
tain trade and industrial . centres. 
Lower Manhattan has developed as 
the world’s greatest financial centre. 
The west side above Columbus Circle 
has become a residential district, with | 


Broadway, its main artery, given over | 


to retail» houses. The east side north 
of ‘Fortieth Street and west of Mad- 
_ison Avenue, with Fifth Avenue above. 
' Fifty-ninth Street, is rapidly becoming 
Manhattan’s most exclusive residential 
district. From, Fortieth Street south 
a great barrier has been erected al- 
~most across the entire island. This 
barrier comprises the fur, millinery, 
textile and: garment centres. 

“This leaves a belt between Madison 
Avenue and Ninth Avenue open to 
development and already the trend in 
this section has become apparent. The 
Grand Central zone is a new financial 
and hotel centre. The Times Square 
section is a theatre and hotel district, 
while the streets east and west of 
Fifth Avenue north of Forty-second 
Street are rapidly. being given over to 
petal centres for jewelry, book fur’ 
“Ziture and essentials of everyday life. 

“Tt is here that the paradox enters. 
This district which is rapidly being de- 
veloped with these retail centres is 

ractically undeveloped with tall

verted for business, still standing on 
the side streets. It is in this neighbor- 
hood that .I expect to see a great part 
- Of next year’s activity centre. - The re- 
cent removal of the zoning restrictions 
on Fifty-fourth Street is the hand- 
writing on the wall.

to the skyscrapers for progress 
wil brook no delay. 

“Another section of the city that is 
now: in a state of metamorphosis is 
Eighth Avenue. There was a time, 
\ and not many years back, that Eighth 
. Avenue was considered as a negligible 
entity in the real estate market. The 
past two wears have proved this con- 
sideration to be a grave mistake. 

“On several occasions during the past 

ear there were ominous rumblings

Surveys recently 
made by reputable firms do not tend

THE LAW OF LICENSES : 
‘FOR REALTY BROKERS 


Those Following the Calling as a 
Business Need a License; 


_ Others Do Not. 
qnenthanimmenpanenaeiping

Amendments to the law establishing 


a system of licenses, with yearly re-| 
newals, for real estate brokers and 
salesmen, define the. meaning of the 
act by saying a real estate broker is 
‘any person, firm or corporation who, 
for another and for a fee, buys or 
rents, or attempts to negotiate or of- 
fers to negotiate, a’loan secured, or to 
be secured, by a mortgage or other in- 
cumbrance .ypon or transfer of r 
estate.”’ 

The New York Law Review, com- 
menting on the Igw, explains that it 
was intended to cover every transac- 
— in which an interest in real estate 

be involved, and that a person 
ae ming a commission on any such 
transaction will have: no standing in 
court in case of a suit to recover com- 
missions, unless he has a ‘license. And 
no’ person is permitted under the law 
to follow the occupation of a broker 
unless he is. licens 
‘The Review, says: 


‘The purpose of the enactment,  08-/\- 


at least, was to protect buyers 
and-sellers of real estate from incom+ 
petent and dishonest brokers. In its. 
original form there was some doubt} 
whether the statute required rea] estate 
brokers in every.city of the State to be 
licensed.’’ 

It is explained @hat a correction of 
faulty grammar in the law made it 
clear that this wag the case, The 
comment continues: 

‘The statute was not intended to em- 
brace every transaction in which an 
interest in real estate may be involved, 
It is inapplicable to .a person whose 
vocation is the selling or exchanging 
of businesses as going concerns, al- 
though, ag part of the good-will, such 
transactions-may include the lease of 
a store or building. Such was.the hold-" 
itig of the court in the recent case of 
Weingast vs. Rialto Pastry -Shop, Inc.

Judge Crane said that if the statute| 


applied to such a person, then any 
broker or business man who ae bap

Reference is made to the construction 


of an ordinance of the City of St. Louig |. 
by the Circuit Court of Appeals. This} 


ordinance required a license for. ‘‘mer- j 


or purchase of goods, wares or nter-, 
chandise or’ other articles of com- 
merce.’’ In this case the plaintiff, a 
sales manager of a wholesale grocery 
store, negotiated the sale of several 
grocery stores owned by the defendant. 
It was held that the plaintiff was not 
engaged as a merchandise broker and 
was not bound to obtain a license. 
Other similar instances are presented 
to explain the precise meaning of the 
law. of licenses. Then The Review 
says: 
*“By the express language of the stat-_ 
ute it is essential to the maintenance 
of an action for hrokerage that the 


plaintiff allege and prove that he was)’ 


duly licensed on the date when the 
cause of action arose. A real estate, 
esman may not maintain an action 
against a broker’s customer on a pri- 
mary claim. This, by, virtue of the 
provision of the statute that such sales-. 
men shall not receive or demand com- 
pensation of any kind from‘any person 
other than a duly licensed real estate 
broker regularly employing the sales- 
men for any service rendered or work 
done by such salesmen in the apprais- 
ing, buying, selling, exchanging, leas- 
ing, renting or =" aaa of a loan 
upon any real estate.’’

COKING OF OIL SHALES. 


Commerical. Development Investle’ 
jated- by Bureau of. Mines, ' 


‘The. formation of. coke during.the re-, 
torting of ‘‘coking’’ grades of oil shale 
can be prevented most effectively by 
using enough non-coking shale in the 
retort charge, states the Bureau of 
Mines, which is conducting investiga- 
tions which may. point the way toward 
the commercial development of the 
nation’s tremendous oil shale reserves. 
This. precaution ig especially practica- 
ble-in the United States, as most of 
the deposits of oil shale in this coun- 
try contain “non-coking” as well as 
‘“‘coking’’ beds. 





‘The fusing or coking property of a|’ 


shale does not seem to bear any direct. 
relationship to the yield or the quality 
of the oil produced from the shale, 
but leart shales. rarely form trouble- 
some cokes. For éxample, when ‘a
